Conflicting Colenial Policies Which May 
Lead to Serious Results.

flict. This is a state of things which, there is 

zood authority for saying, was anticipated at 
the colonial office before Parliament separated 
and is regarded in Ministerial circles with 
growing anxiety. Prince Bismarck’s denun- 
ciation of Mr. Lewis’ enterprise in Damara- 
land as brigand invasion’’ is by no means 


‘disposed of by his expressions of confidence 


as to the friendly action of the British Gov- 
ernment. It is very far from certain that 
Lord Salisbury is prepared to adopt Prince 
Bismarck’s views, either with regard to Mr. 
Lewis’ claims or the proper attitude of 
England in the matter. Nor is the English 
Premier willing to abridge any of the rights 
heretofore enjoyed by the Royal Niger Co. 
in case the German Chancellor’s Commis- 
sioners shall report that such a change is de- 
sirable to German interests in Africa. 
‘THE ROYAL NIGER CO. 

The Niger alone, of ail African rivers that 
do not lead into the desert, is navigable to its 
mouth without obstacles. The whole of the 
exploration and commercial development of 
the Niger has been at the expense of Great 
Britain, and atthe time of the conference of 
Berlin there were none but English traders in- 
terested in the commerce of that region. The 
Royal Niger Co., which has since received 
special charter rights, is in the hands of some 
ofthe ablest men in the English commercial! 
world, and charges made against its officials 
by would-be rivals like Herr Woermann 
must be taken with a large pinch 
of salt. There is reason to doubt 
whether the English Prime Minister ever took 
as enthusiastic a view of the German alliance 
as some of its advocates in the London press. 
But if he did much has happened since the 
death of the Emperor Frederick to modify his 
sympathy. The fact is notorious that court 
influences still play an important part in En- 
giish political life; that Lord Salisbury is 
almost as susceptible to these influences as 
was Lord Beaconsfield, and that the estrange- 
ment between the English and German courts 
is grave, and even perilous. 


ENGLAND’S AFFECTIONS. 

In influential quarters, where until a few 
months since, Prince Bismarck was regarded 
as an idol, itis now as rare to hear Germany 
well spoken of as to hear Russia flattered.Now, 
strange though it may seem, in view of recent 
events to talk ot such a combination, it is, 
nevertheless, a fact that the thoughts of be- 
lated ally hunters here are turning specuila- 
tively toward Russia. Lord Randolph Church- 
ill is strongly in favor of an Anglo-Russian 
alliance. Lord Huntington would favor it, 
and Lord Roseberry—notwithstanding his pas- 
sion for federation asa buiwark against Rus- 
sia in the South—would welcome it. Lord 
Dufferin believes itto be a natural comple- 
ment of the treaty of Penjdeh, and, above all, 
it is certain that there is no a strong pro- 
Russian party in the English ogurt, and rela- 
tions are more friendly with Russians than 
with Germans. The Russians make themselves 
really agreeable to English travelers,and visit- 
ors to St. Petersburg bring away from the Neva 
recollections of hospitality which are not car- 
ried away from Berlin. English court rela-

He said he learned that the prison 
Officials had wired Mr. Balfour for instruc- 
tions because they considered Mr. O' Brien’s 
condition critical. Mr. Sexton therefore 
urged the Chief Secretary to order the jailors 
to stop the commission of violence towards 
their prisoner instantly and warned him that 
publie anger was rapidly reaching a point 
where restraint would be impossible. Mr. 
Balfour made no reply to this telegram and 
Mr. Sexton sent a messenger to the Vice Regal 
lodge, where Mr. Balfour was, at 3 o'clock 
this morning. The messenger rang the bell 
several times without obtaining any re- 
ply. Finally Mr. Balfour appeared. 
He was very augry. He called the messenger 
a cur, and said that he bad no answer to send 
to Mr. Sexton. He then bullied a policeman 
who was on duty near by for allowing people 
to disturb him. 
Indignation meetings are being arranged 
everywhere in Ireland to protest against the 
brutalities of the government to Mr. O’Brien. 
Mr. Balfour said to-day that he did not see 
the messenger sent to him last night by Mr. 
Sexton, but that his secretary saw him and 
sent bim away. The officials of Clonmel Jail 
deny that Mr. O’Brien is speechiess. They 
say that he was quite well last night and is 
well to-day.

— His investigations will 
faa ' have special reference 
INS to the Lukuga River, 
which,so faras known 
is the only outlet of the lake, and which pre- 
sented itself in such varied aspects to Camer- 
on, Stanley and Thompson. Capt, Horre, 
who has spent many years on Lake Tangan- 
yika, says that the lake had been steadily 
falling during the whole time, and that the 
Lukuga still continues to flow out of it. This 
is, no doubt, due to the fact that the bed of 
the river became tilted up with mu and 
vegetation to a very greet depth, 
The water will continue to flow out until the 
hard rock is reached, when the Lukuga will 
becomea dry channel. Capt. Horre evidently 
does not believe in the oscillation theory of 
the lake, but seems to think that it is really 
drying up. Capf. Trivier will proceed to 
Stanley Falls and Nyangwe and explore, as 
far as he can, the Lualaba and its branches. 
He willfollow the Lukuga up to the lake and 
examine its actual condition. He wjll then go 
on Ujiji and thence across the continent to the 
Zanzibar coast, thongh by the time he gets to 
Un he may find it advisable to turn back, if, 
indeed the disturbed state of Central Africa 
does not stop his expedition ere he gets be- 
yond the Congo.

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THE CHILDREN’S CHARITY.” 

The beautiful charity inaugurated as 
the Post-Dispatcn Christmas Tree for 
poor children and continued as the Post- 
Drspatcse Children’s Fund was brought 
to a successful close yesterday. * 

Of the lovely character of the work it is 
scarcely necessary to speak further. As 
a charity inaugurated at the suggestion 
of the Post-Dispatcu, and mainly car- 
ried to a triumphant issue by fortunate 
children for destitute children its charm 
has been fully recognized. The work has 
also been of commanding importance 
from the standpoint of practical and ef- 
ficient benevolence. 

There was collected altogether, within a 
little less than two months, the sum of 
$8,885.42, contributed by over 50,000 per- 
sons. The publication of the names of 
contributors required over 200 columns of 
space in the Posr-Disrarcn, which was 
freely given to the cause. For theChrist- 
mas tree entertainment, which conferred 
so much happiness upon thousands of 
poor little creatures, there was expended 
$8,566.08. This amount was devoted to 
the purchase of gifts only, the Post-D1s- 
PATCH assuming all other expenses, which 
amounted to $1,644.14. The balance—, - 
769.89—of the fund the committee of citi- 
zens decided to devote to supplying desti- 
tute children with needful clothing. 

The work of distribution was admirably 
performed tothe best possible advantage 
with the aid of the Provident Association, 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society, the He- 
brew Relief Association, the Associated 
Charities and many benevolent individ- 
uals. The figures showing the extent of 
the work are interesting. The total num- 
ber of children clothed was 5,130. For this 
purpose there were purchased and dis- 
tributed 3,635 pairs of shoes, 7,08 pairs’of 
hose, 11,330 suits of underwear, 269 suits 
of clothing for boys and 100 scarfs. A 
large number of articles, such as hoods, 
mittens, rubbers, caps and quilts, were 
donated and distributed. and 28 families 
were supplied with coal, which was also 
donated. 

The results of this grand charity go be- 
yond the immediate relief of the poor 
children of St. Louis. It has given new 
happiness to thousands of little ones; it 
has been a liberal education in practical 
charity to thousands of others, and it will 
probably lead to similar charitable enter- 
prises in the future.

MITTED TO WASHINGTON. 


Returns From All the States Now In— 
How They Are Counted—The Entertain- 
ments Given by Secretary and Mrs. 
Whitney— Mrs. Cleveland’s Toilettes—Con. 
gressional Proceedings—General Wash - 
ington News.

ASHINGTON, D.

Ie 
not expected there wiil de any trouble about 
the count; but then, it must be remembered 
that in at least two cases the supersciptions 
on the envelopes were defective and had 
to be returned to the States from whence 
they came. This being so, it would 
not be very surprising to find informalities or 
defects in the returns, which the envelopes 
contain. Thirty-eight envelopes came by 
special messengers and thirty-eight dupll- 
cates were received by mail. Those which 
came by mail, asarule, were received here 
before the arrival of the messenger, but the 
Oregon messenger beat the mail. 

THE CASE OF TEXAS. 

It was part of Senator Ingalis’ duty to see 
that the subscription on the envelope which 
came by messenger was an exact counter- 
part of that upon the envelope received 
by mall. Im the oase of Texas, it was 
not so; the envelope which came by mail 
was in due form. In addition to the address 
of the President of the Senate, which was 
written on the face of the envelope, the back 
ofthe envelope bore the written certificate 
signed by each of the presidential electors of 
that State as prescribed by law. But the 
envelope which was brought by the 
Special messenger had no superscription on 
the back at all, and Senator Ingalls supposing 
that the properly endorsed sealed envelope 
was inclosed, opened the outer wrapper only 
to find that it was not so. 

At the request of the Senators from Texas the 
package was returned witb all possible speed 
so that the electors of that State might inclose 
their presidential votes in another envelope 
and indorse it in due form. The messenger with 
the corrected returns arrived at the Senate 
just in the nick of time. Monday was the last 
day under the law for receiving the returns 


and on Monday the ovrrected returns from 
the State of Texas was received and locked 
up in Senator Ingalls’ safe with the returns 
from the other thirty-seven States. It was 
also on the last day the messengers 
from California and Kentucky arrived at 
the Capitol. Generally speaking the mes- 
senger first calls on a Representative or a 
Senator from hisown State, who afterwards 
introduces him to Senstor Ingalls. 
some cases the messenger, without waitin 
for 1 personal introduction, stepped 
into ator Ingalis room and re- 
sented the letter of introduction which 
the electors bad given him, for 
In addition to the package containing the 
electoral, each messenger b ht with him a 
letter bearing the signatures the electors 
and certifying thatthe bearer was the mes- 
senger duly authorized to deliver the electoral ;

MESSENGERS’ MILEAGE. 

That letter served both as an introduction 
to Senator Ingalisanc as an order upon the 
United States Treasury for the mileage which 
the law allows the messenger. The allowance 
is W cents a mile from State Capital to Nation- 
al Capital and in the case of messengers for 
Western States it amounted to quite a 
considerabie sam. But here again some mis- 
hap occurred. Inthe cases of Alabama, Ore- 
gon, Kansas and some other States the mes- 
sengers’ letters of introduction had been in- 
olosed in the envelope containing the electoral 
returns, and as Senator Ingalis has no au- 
thority to open these envelopes until 
be does it in the presence of the Senate and 
the House of Representatives on the second 
Wednesday in February, these luckiess 
messengers cannot receive their mileage from 
the Treasury before that date. It is a ques- 
tion Indeed if the inclosure of irrelevant 
things like these letters of introduction in 
the envelope containin the electoral 
does not constitute an irregularity upon 
which the vote might be rejected. But it is 
safe to say that no return will be rejected on 
account of any immaterial technicality. Even 
Senator Hoar is disposed to be IIiberal 
in this respect. It would be 
ungénerous to suppose that he would 
be less liberal if bis liberality would factiitate 
the declaration of the election of a Demo- 
cratic President. 

THE ENVELOPES 
containing the electoral votes are of all 
shapes, shades and sizes. Some of them ere 
plain business envelopes, of usual size, while 
others like the envelope from the State of 
New York are as large as a page of the Post- 
DISPATCH. It has been suygested that to save 
trouble and secure uniformity it would do 
well for the Government to furnish all the sta-

Pension Deficiency. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 3.—The Com- 
missioner of Pensions has informed the Sec- 


retary of the Interior that there will be a de- 
ficiency inthe amount necessary for the pay- 
ment of pensions for the current fiscal year, 
over and above existing appropria- 
tions, of about efght million dollars. 
He retom mends that Congress be asked to ap- 
propriate this amout to prevent the stoppage 
of payment of pensions. The Commissioner 
states tnat from July 1, 1888, to Janua 31, 
1889, 84,642 pension certificates of various kinds 
have been issued, which is 4. % in excess of 
the issue during the co:responding period of 
last year. He says that he knows no reason 
why the same ratio of increase will not con- 
tinue during the ensuing five months of the 
present flacal year. The average value of

increased pensſons. He states that 
the increased disbursements of pensions 
during the present year results in fact from 
the operations of the act of Congress June 7, 
1888, granting arrears of pensions to widows 
of the war of 1861, and that of August 29, 1888, 
increasing the rate for total and partial deaf- 
ness.

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THE HOLOCAUST WHICH CONVERTED 83,- 
000,000 OF PROPERTY INTO ASHES. 


Unfortunate Fireman Sacrificed—Hereulean 
Kfforts of the Department to Control the 
Flames—Insurance Men Think They Have 
@ Brass Monkey—A Japanese Tinder Box 


UFFALO, N, Y., Feb- 
ruary 2.—At 8 o’clock 
this morping fire start - 
ed in the Jewett block, 
on Seneca street near 
Wells. The structure 
was a six-story brick, 
ocoupied by Root & 
Keating, leather deal- 
ers. The flames spread 
with great rapidity, 
and the firemen were 
soon obliged to desert 
an engine and hook- 
and-ladder in conse- 
quence. A light wind 
fanned the flames, but 
by 8:30 o'clock it in- 
creased to a gale and the fire in the entire 
bleck was beyond control. The flames spread 
rapidly to the Empire Coffee Mille, the Ar- 
lington Hotel, at the corner of Exchange and 
Wells streets, and the Broeze! House, on the 
corner of Seneca and Wells streets, 
all of which were soon burn- 
ing fiercely. Great excitement prevailed 
in the hotels, but the guests, as far as learned, 
escaped in safety. At 8:86 Jewett’s new stove 
store, and Sibiey & Holmwoods candy store, 
Seneca street, were also burning. A few 
minutes later the lower floor of Swift 4 S&tam- 
bach’s stove store, three doors above, burst 


Wells, Exchange, Seneca and Elliott streets 
seemed doomed. The fire was utterly beyond 
the control of the firemen and the telegraph 
wires were giving them great annoyance. At 
8:50 the gale was increasing and the flames 
leaped across Seneca street greatly endanger- 
ing several large warehouses. 

GREAT EXCITEMENT PREVAILED, 

the streets being crowded with people, who 
could pot be controlied by the police. They 
surged through the ‘‘fire lines and greatly 
hbampered the work of the freemen. At 4 
o lock Fire Chief Hornung was disabled by 
having his band nearly cut off at the wrist by 
a heavy sheet of plate glass.

It is a two-story brick, the Sheriffs family ro- 
siding up-stairs, while the jail proper is a 
room not more than 16 by 20. There had once 
been a combination lock on the outer door, but 
this was broken, and a common key lock was 
now used. Sheriff Johnson gave Mr.Clover the 
following brief story of the escape: ‘‘The 
guard and myself heard a noise down-stairs 
and started to investigate, but discove 
nothing. Later we heard the Walkers hal- 
loing loudly and rushing down stairs found 
them free to go and shouting that the other 
prisoners had escaped. Dave Walker said he 
did not dare to cry out until the fugitives 
— out of hearing for fear they would turn 
on him. 

Matthews here took up the narrative and 
said his capture did not worry him. He 
would just assoon have returned asnot. He 
got cold and bewildered and the truth of the 
matter was he was physically unable to get 
away. He was atone time six miles from the 
jail, but was, captured within three miles 
of it.

— STUDY OF SCIENCE. 


THE OBJECTS, WORK AND MEMBERSHIP OF 
THE AGGASSIZ ASSOCIATION. 


How the Organization Took Form Fourteen 
Years Ago and Its Marvelous Growth 
Since That Time—The Local Chapters 
andthe Work They Have Done—Studies 
in Geology, Entomology and Chemistry. 


ERY few people are aware of 
the fact that there exists in 
this city a branch of an organ- 
ization which extends over the 
whole civilized world. This 
organization is known as the 
Agassiz Aasociation, and its 
objects are fully described be- 
low. In fact, there are several 
branches of the association 
here, all united, however, un- 
der one organization. 

In 1875 Mr. H. H. Ballard of 
Lennox College, Lennox, 
Mass., noting the enthusiasm 
displayed in the study of nat- 
ural history and science, and 
feeling the necessity of en- 
couraging the work of the students, organ- 
ized a scientific class, patterned after the 
well-known Swiss Cross Historical Society of 
Switzerland. 

Aa the work and studies of this class gradu- 
ally became known and popular, and similar 
chapters were rapidly forming, the increas- 
ing demand for a systematic pian of work 
and a closer form of organization soon 
became evident, and through the ald of one 
of the popular periodicals an invitation, set- 
ting forth in detail the purposes and advan- 
tages of such a scientific association, was cir- 
culated. This invitation was received with 
the greatest enthusiasm in all sections of the 
country, and for the successtul resuit of this 
undertaking reference need only be made to 
the now flourishing Agassiz Association. 

The Agassiz Association was designed to be 
an ‘‘extended free school“ of natural science 
—open to persons of all ages and conditions; a 
union of all interested in the study and investi- 
gation of nature and her products; a system 
by which free, yet organized observations and 
cultivated habits of thought are regulated, 
thus laying the foundation of future Interest 
for science. It has now grown to such large 
proportions that its arms are stretched out in 
every direction througbout the United States, 
covering almost every State apd Territory, 
reaching over Canada, into England and Scot- 
land, and even as far away as Persia and 
Japan. 

The chapters of this large association 
linkedg together for scientific pursuits 
now number nearly one thousand, 
and represent an individual membership of 


over fifteen thousand persons, youngfand old, 
engaged in the systematic study of botany, 
entomology, geology, zoology, etc. under 
the leadership of competent instructors. ‘ 

Aided and encouraged by the foremost 
scientific men of the day, the association has 
already become a powerful educational factor 
in the country, and is growing more in- 


fluential and tential every day. Be- 
sides its efficient officers, the associa- 
tion receives the valuable voluntary 


assistance of over fifty leading scientists in all 
branches of study. The chapters of St. 
Louis, while conforming in principles and 
outlines with the whole association, never- 
theless consider themselves independent or- 
ganizations in their plan of work.

THE TOUGHEST OF THEM ALL. 


Of all the low dives and disreputable joints 
in St. Louis where law is defied and the tough- 
est of the tough assembie nightly to drink and 
gamblethe one at the northeast corner of 
pool alley and Pine street probably ranks 
first. Its patrons are principally touts and 
young men ranging from 20 to 30 years. Down 
stairs is a dirty saloon, always crowded, 
where villainous liquor is dispensed, while a 
stairway at the rear, with the tell- 
tale heavy ooaken dogr and wicket 
leads to a stud-poker room, where 
two games are usually running. One is for 
the accommodation of victims who have from 
$l upward to lose, while the other is for the 
benefit of those whose worldly possessions do 
not exceed 50 cents. The place is run by 
Julius Lang, who bears the peculiar sobriquet 
of ‘‘Hoopee,’’ who is assisted by his two sons 
in the cunduct of this joint and a stud-poker 
room at the northwest corner of Seventh and 
Pine. In the first mentioned place it is ‘‘dog 
eat dog,’’ and the luckiest man wins, but in 
the one at Seventh and Pine a ‘‘skin game,’’ 
pure and — 1 is conducted. There ise no 
more chance for a green un' to win there 
than foraman to — drowning in forty 
feet of water wit 500 pounds of 
lead abéut his neck. Not long since 
a well-dressed stranger entered this dive and 
sat down to play. e held big hands, but was 
always beaten. He was keen-eyed and wide- 
awake. Finally he detected the dealer in the 
act of cheating and protested vigorously. It 
was a clear case and without a protest the 
house returned his money, with the request 
that he ‘‘say nothing, but saw wood.“ A sim- 
ilar incident occurred in a draw- poker room 
nearby. Oneof the players, a stranger, lost 
steadily. Finally he said: 
don't propose to be robbed further!“ 
One of the players, who proved to be the 
proprietor, nudged him under the table, got 
up and motioned him out of the room. : 
5 — much did you lose?“ asked the pro- 
prietor. 

‘*F itty dollars,’’ responded the victim. 
Here you are, was the reply, and he was 
handed a $50 note.

Eine, is another regular draw poker room. 
None of the places mentioned but what are 
run contrary to law, with what is Known as a 
regular ‘‘rake-off.’’ 

t has been aptiy remarked that a steady 
game of poker is better forthe room-keeper 
than an ordinary gold mine. The ‘‘rake-off’’ 
is something enormous, and from this 
fact the little hole inthe center of a draw- 
poker table acquired the title of the pig 
and“ the pig’ ’ Is well-fed, but never satiated, 
The rake-off is the proprietor’s percentage. 
It is usually two white chips, value 5 or 10 
cents each, for each jack-pot played, and 
a like number for each call, where two pair or 
better is shown. The average rake-off with 
5-cent — is from & to % per hour—with 10- 
cent ivories, $8 to $12 per hour. In a ten 
hours’ play the proprietor’s percentage will 
reach a handsome sum. Let six men sit down 
toagame of poker early inthe evening with 
$10 a piece. and in the morning there wil be 
but one winner, the pig, or rather, the 
proprietor. 

MARKED CARDS USED IN HOTELS. 


While it is pretty generally conceded that no 
professional —— is conducted with a 
view to give the plaver an equal chance to win 
ft is somewhat startling to know that marked 
cards would be introduced into an alleged pri- 
vate and social game ina hotel. But such a 
trick was detected in an Olive street house. 
There were lady players in the game at that. 
Une of the participants, a professional man, 
but a keen, shrewd card player, detected the 
marked cards by the time he had lost some $20 
or $25. said nothing, but at the next sit- 
ting ‘‘roped in’’ a professional gam- 
bier, who wore a patent ‘‘hold-out,’’ 
and when the pair left the hotel that night 
they had all the money in the game and the 
I. O. U. of the marked card sharks for a hand- 
some sum. What is known as ‘‘flashing’’ the 
cards, ‘‘crosslifting’’ and ‘‘shuffling up’’ ts 
frequentiy resorted to in these social games. 
In short, a fair game of poker among strangers 
is as rare as snowballs in August. 

CHILDREN CATCH THE CRAZE. 

While gainbling for big stakes has again 
taken possession of the city, there is a still 
Garker side to the craze. In many of the 
billiard halls mere boys, some scarcely tall 
enough to reach up to the table, gamble at 
ball and pin pool at 5 cents a 
corner. Drop into a bililard hall at any hour 
during the day and you will find a crowd of 
boys at this innocent (7) amusement. There 
is no attempt made at conceaiment, although 
the law — ibits gambling in public resorts, 
and at times officers of the law can be seen 
looking on at these petty games of chance. 
Messenger boys carry two dice in their pock- 
ets and gamble among euch other at a penny a 
throw, when not otherwise —— and all 
in all the craze is far more widespread than 
the average citizen has any conception of. 

HIGH-BALL POKER. 

The latest fad in gambling, just out this win- 
ter bidsfairto become acraze. It is callod 
ey peo poker. It is a combination of bigh 
ball and poker, and is said to have had its 
origin in the fertile brain of Tom Meiley, of 
the Crescent billiard parlorsin New Orleans. 
The layout is a billiard table, a small jug and 
thirty-one balls, numbered from 1 to 61. The 
balis are slightly flattened where they are 
numbered. The dealer stands in the center of 
one side of the table, the players gathered 
around him.

A School in Which the Art of War }s Taught 
—Some Steries That Are Told of the West 
Point of West—Grand Memories Clus- 
tering the Place—Eecollections of 
Custer and the Dashing Seventh Cavalry.

Fon LEAVENWORTH, 
February 1.—Tne name 
ot Fort Leavenworth 
is known from one end 
of the country to the 
other, but as few know 
why it was located and 
what it now com- 
prises, a retrospective 
view of it will not be 
out of place. It was first located on May 8, 
1827, by Gen. H. H. Laavenworth of the Third 
infantry, who, in March previous, had been 
ordered by the War Department to take 
four companies of his regimeat 
and ascen@ the Missouri River to a 
point on its east bank near the 
mouth of the Little Platte River, within 
twenty miles, above or below, of where it 
empties into the Missouri. Not finding a suit- 
able location on the east bank, be crossed the 
river and made his selection of a tract of land 
six miles square, which by the way includes a 
large body of land on the Missouri side in 
Platte County, and bis selection was approved 
by the General of the Army, September 19, 
1827. Thus was founded the most historic 
post, with the exception of West Point, in the 
possession of the United States. Not only 
does history @ecord it an equal place with 
that famous spot on the Hudson, but froma 
picturesque point it is fully its equal. 

The original fort composed a square, on 
each of the four corners of which was erected 
a log biock house, punctured with port holes 
for muskets, Within the square were log edi 
fices for the officers, built almost en- 
tirely of black wainut, which came 
from the rich bottom lands across 
the river, and here it can be said some of the 
huge timbers used in their construction in 
that day have heipedto make many of the 
handsomest residences in Vogue here now, 
and a Member of Congress, baving heard that 
black walnut was being used to a great 
extent at Fors Leavenworth, and not 
knowing how it was obtained, 
startet an investigation to learn why 
such expensive timber should be purchased.

ORIGIN OF CANDLEMAS AND ITS-POPULAR

Various Facts and Fancies About the Ground 
Hog Superstition That Comes From 
Pagan Times—The Old Roman and

Concerning the origin of Candlemas and the 
-@Gerivation ot its name, there is still consider- 
able dispute. Some writers attribute the in- 
stitution of this feast to Pope Gelasius I. in 493. 
Others claim that it was originated by Pope 

us in the year 536, while still others state 
it was first celebrated in the year 542, 
Auring the reign of the Emperor Justinian. 
Nearly all the fathers ef the church agree, 
Dowever, that like many other religious ob- 
servances it was designed by the early church- 
men to replace seme ; 
HEATHEN FESTIVITY, 

ecourring on or about the same date, and thus 
to persuade the newly-converted Christians to 
abandon an idolatrous for a Christian observ- 
ance. The ancient Romans were accustomed 
to celebrate, at this time of year, a feast of 
Proserpine, of which one of the most impor- 
tant features was marching in procession with 
buraing tapers. 

The word February (connected with Febru- 
are) denotes purification, and earlyin this 
month the Romans performed a ceremony 
which was called the purification of the peo- 
ple. When the church changed the Feast of 
Proserpine to Candlemas it retained the pro- 
-eession and the burning of candles and asso- 
ciated the occasion with the purification 
of the Blessed Virgin. Bede says: It 
is happy for the church to have changed the 
lustrations of the heathen, held in the month 
of February, around the fields for the pro- 
cession with hallowed candles, in remem- 
brance of that divine light wherewith Christ 
illuminated the world, whence he was styled 
by Simeon a light to lighten the Gentiles.’’ 

The remark of Simeon alluded te by Bede 
was also referred to in a proclamation made 
by Henry VIII. in 15389 to the effect that On 
Candlemas Day shall be declared that the 
bearing of candles is done in memory of 
Christ, the spiritual light, of whom Simeon 
did prophesy, as itis readin the church that 
day.’’ 

THIS FEAST 
is said by som6 to take the name of Oandle- 
mas from the number of lighted candles used 
in ite celebration, while others claim that it is 
so-called because on this day are consecrated 
all candles for the ensuing year. 

From the very earliestages and among all 
peoples, this day has been regarded as pro- 
phetic of the duration of winter and as singu- 
larly fruitful in omens by which its prophesy 
may be read. All are acquainted with the 
popular superstition (concerning the ground 
hog). It is to the effect that on the 2d day of 
February he emerges from his burrow where 
he has passed the winter until now in a 
lethargic state. If the sun is shining so that 
he can see his shadow, he retires again to his 
hole and resumes his slumbers for the ensuing 


six weeks, his doing so being an infallible sign 
that cold weather win continue for that 
length oftime. If, on the — 42 the day 
is cloud y and the sun invisible he does not re- 
turn to his habitation, thus showing that win; 
ter is at an end. 

Familiar as is this legend, probably few are 
aware that, though the ground-hog (which, 
by the way, is not properly called so, as we 
shall see hereafter) isan animal peculiar to 
America, yet precisely the same idea was as- 
sociated by the ancient Germanic, Celtic and 
Gallic races with other animals, and that our 
ground-hog belief is not only derived from 
— * times, like the feast of Candlemas, but 

as existed since the very infancy of the 
human race. 

There is 


A GERMAN PROVERB, 

certainly as old as the German nation, which 
is familiar in some form to the people of every 
European country to-day, and tells a tradition 
of the badger which is identical with ours con- 
cerning the ground hoe. It runs as follows: 
The badger peeps out of his hole on Candle- 
mas vg © and when he finds snow, walks 
abroad, but if he sees the sun shining he draws 
back into his hole.’’ 

Another old German proverb, also well 
known in some form to the people of many 
other nations, is to the effect that the shepherd 
would rather see the wolf enter his stable on 
Candlemas Day than the sun. 

But that much-talked-of American citizen, 
the ground hog, is not a hog at all, as I have 
already hinted, but a rodent, of the marmot 
family, whose zoological name is arctomys 
monax, aud whose common name is weeds 
chuck. He is found in all 1 — of our country 
from Hudson Bay to South Carolina and as far 
west as the Rocky Mountains. 

It is his habit of burrowing in the ground 
andthe hog-like voracity with which he de- 
vours his food that has secured for him the 
appellation of ground hog. The hole from 
which he emerges on Candlemas Day is deeply 
dug in fields, on the side of hills or under 
rocks in w 8. is subterranean home is

formerly marked the termination of the 
Onristmas holidays, which then began as early 
as Uctober 3i— the night before all Saints Day 
or Halloween, Butas the world progressed 
and mankind found many new objects to oc- 
cupy their time and attention the exigencies 
of fire imperatively demanded the curtailment 
of the Christmas season to its present limits. 

But of all the associations connected with 
that much slandered American citizen, the 
ground hog, and his day there is none which 
should be more familiar to his fellow country 
men than an anecdote of the great Daniel 
Webster which, though known to every school 
boy of fifty years ago, may be new to the 
present generation of readers.

„RISE OF AMERICAN CITIES.” 


Six Million Persons Nesiding Where 100,000 
Lived 100 Years Ago. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The second in the interesting series of lect- 
ures on ‘‘Municipal Government Reform’’ 
was given last evening in the Old South Meet- 
ing-house, where Prof. Albert B. Hart deliv- 
ered an able address upon the Rise of Amer- 
ican Cities. Said the essayist: ‘‘The fact that 
there areso, many citiesto govern is one of 
the most astonishing in history. A century 


ago the whole population of the United States 
was less than 4,000,000, of whom hardly 100,000 
lived in cities. Now there are in this country 
not less than 350 cities, having a total popula- 
tion of nearly 6,000,000; the cities having in- 
creased sixty times and their population 
nearly sixty. times. It is evident that in this 
rapid displacement may be found an explana- 
tion of some of the problems which our cities 
present. 

The rise of American cities was then dis- 
cussed under two sets of question. First, a 
geographical query, What causes have deter- 
mined the sites of American cities? second, a 
social question, How many people live in 
American cities, and what sort of people are 
they? In answer to the first question it was 
shown that most ancient or medieval cities 
were uped about a hill for the reason 
that they felt themselves in danger of attack, 
and sought the most defensible situations. It 
is not too much to say that not one city in the 
United States owes its growth to its situation, 
for of the ten large cities seven are exposed 
to attack by sea, and but one is sufficiently 
protected. The second reason forthe loca- 
tion of cities is the convenience of commerce. 
A very interesting resame of the comparative 
advantage of Boston, New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore followed, and the commercial 
and manufacturing phases of their rise and 

wth were touched upon. It was of far less 
mportance that a city should grow than it 
should grow intelligentiy. Manufacturing 
cities were always mere densely populated 
than commercial cities, and the overcrowding 
of cities was one of the most serious prob- 
lems of the day. The libraries and schools of 
Boston would attract one class, while low 
theaters and dance halls would attract others. 

There were in 1880, according to the census 
of that year, 286 cities with a population of 
over 8,000. One hundred of these had 12,000; 
131 had between 12,000 and 40,000; while the re. 
maining 45ran from 40,000 to 1,200,000. The 
number of cities increased but slowly from 

790 to 1840, but In the next decade the in- 
crease was as great as in the 50 former years. 
Large Cities attract more than their share of 
the total growth of city population. 

Interesting figures in regard to the distinc- 
tion of cities were then given, as well as fle- 
ures showing the comparative wth of the 

rincipal cities of the United States. Up to 

820 Philadelphia was the first city in the 
Union. The Erie Canal was finished in 1825, 
and the rapid 18 of New York in pop 
tion from 103, to 268,000 in 1880 fol- 
lowed. In a careful estimate, based on the 
Presidential votes of 1884 and 1888, New York 
Has to-day 1,600,000 people. Philadelphia 
numbers 1,000,000 population now, but has to 
include her suburbs in this estimate. Brook. 
lyn is a phenomenon, with its 782,000 people. 
Baltimore and Boston are rivals, but the former 
now leads ~4 7,500. The principal Western 
cities, their histories and their prospects, were 
then discussed, and, under the head of dis- 
tribution of population in cities, it was 
shown that New York had 16 ple to a 
house, Philadelphia 5, Brooklyn 9, Cnicago 8, 
Boston 8, St. Louis 8, Baltimore 6, Cincinnati 
9, San Francisco 6, and New Orleans 5.

THE SAD LIFE OF THE GREATEST PORTRAIT 
PAINTER OF 8T. LOUIS. 


Educated for a Priest in Portugal, He 
Changes His Mind at the Last Moment 
and fakes Up Painting—His Beautiful 
Wife and the Fearful Fate That Came to 
Her—Possessors of His Portraits. 


HE memory of 
y & De Franca, the 
king of 8t. 
Louis portrait 
painters, is one 
of the prides of 
st. Loule. 
There is nota 
family boasting 
the proud pos- 
session of one 
of his portraits 
that is not the 
envy of the 
modern citizen 
who has none. 
With the exception of Eichbaum, there never 
was such a colorist, so perfect a reproducer of 
likeness with yet a flattering resemblance to 
the original subject as was the now famous De 
Franca. Up tg the present his history has 
been rather vague, and the SunDAY Post-Dis- 
PATCH for the first time unveils the romantic 
career of the celebrated artist and his charm- 
ing, unfortunate wife. De Franca was born in 
Portugal, and was educated for the Catholic 
priesthood, but just before receiving orders 
he became aware that it was not his vocation, 
and that art was bis calling beyond a doubt. 
He thereupon abandoned the clerical course 
and entered upon the study of painting. After 
a time he left the sunny land of Portugal to 
seek his fortune In America and drifted to St. 
Louis, where his life became centered, and in 
this city he remained until his death. About 
fifty years ago he married an IIlinois woman 
from Alton. She was of a gay, versatile and 
brilliant disposition and with a charming 
combination of physical graces. The Portu- 
guese painter was passionately and devotedly 
attached to ber. After her marriage she con- 
tinued her career of bellehood. She went 
constantly into society, and, as he was the 
only eminent portrait painter in the city, she 
had unlimited command of money. 
She dressed with exquisite taste 
and design, was beautiful, intellectual 
and vain. A typical society woman, gifted, 
bright and fascinating beyond words. AI- 
though very proud and haughty in disposition, 
she possessed the finesse of social charm, 
amlability. Her passion was society and she 
was invited into the best circles and went con- 
stantly in the whirl. Day after day, night 
after night she led her bright butterfly life 
and never ceased her round of gaicty. 
There were rumors of 
a ROMANCE 
without scandal, of a love affair in which ber 
heart was deeply interested, but if such was 
the case her devotion to her husband was un- 
ceasing and she helped him each day in the 
intervals of ber pleasures in posing his sub- 
jects. As each sitter would come in she would 
enter into conversation with him or her, 
and by her wonderful charm would 
bring that cleverly bright unaf- 
fected expression tothe portrait that is the 
characteristic of a De Franca. There were no 
„Society Notes in those days, but social 
personal gossip teemed with ber grace, ber 
accomplishments, her dress and jewels and 
her ceaseless whirlof pleasure. De Franca 
was climbing each day higheron the ladder 
of fame, when a strange change ocourred to 


his beautifal wife ana sadly blighted his Life. 
She became eccentric, wilful, this Belle of 
St. Louis., a8 she was called. There were 
many reasons assigned for this change, one 
being that she bad been out each night so con- 
stantly in her social pursuits that she became 
unable to sleep. The insomnia became 
so unbearable that she sought relief 
by artificial means, and a physician 
was summoned who prescribed a dr 
as a narcotic; it produced sieep, but it was so 
powerful—that night she _ slept—in the 
morning she awoke with a changed, eccentric 
mind and will. Added to this she had a cray- 
ing for the presence of alittie child. she 
longed for the biessing of motherhood and the 
craving became a morbid desire with the 
chiidiess, apparently frivolous woman. At 
this time Mme. De Franca conceived a violent 
attachment to 
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A PET DOG 
a friend had given her. She caressed, kissed 
and petted it. She would wind ber diamonds 
about it and treat it asa cherished love. Fi- 
nally it died. Her grief was agonzing. She 
positively refused to be comforted, and on 
the grounds of their lovely home on Pine and 
Eighth streets she had the remains of the dog 
interred and a monument placed over it. 
The tombstone was a marble siab, with 
the figure of a dog life size above 
it. Many ofthe old residents will remember 
seeing this strange monument always sur- 
rounded by the costliest, rarest flowers and 
carefully tended by the beautiful mourner 
herself. By degrees the brain of the lovely 
Mme. De Franca became more and more 
ciouded. There are many instances related 
of. her eccentricities. No words, no 
petulance, could disturb the 
constant love of the Portuguese art 
ist for his charming American wife 
and though her mind grew feebler each day 
he never relaxed his attention and loving 
care. He refused to have her incarcerated in 
an asylum, and gave her an unlimited ward- 
robe. She wore her jewels and he constantly 
renewed her silk and velvet dresses. For 
seven years sue was insane, in his home, 
decking herself in finery, careless, happy in a 
way, but with mind gone. For seven years 
he amused, pleased and cared for her; then 
he died, but left a will providing that she 
would have always an elegant wardrobe, the 
dresses she loved and sufficient wealth to 
leave her well and happily tended. This duty 
was left to a niece, and after the demise of 
the greatartist this relgtive took the dement- 
ed lady to Upper Alton. They had a beauti- 
ful home and for hours in the day the

Extirpation of a Stipposed Vital Organ an 
Accomplished Surgical Feat. 

From the New York Graphic. 

The extirpation of the stomach, an organ 
hitherto regarded as vital, has been accom- 
plished in the case of a patient named Mari- 
etta Holly of Washington, Who came here 
some time ago for hospital treatment. She 
was an inveterate chewer’ of gum, but 
whether that had anything to do with her 
malady has not been determined. Her first 


sympton was loss of appetite, and food she 
ate against her will was frequently oted. 
She lost flesh and strength rapidly, and when 
she was admitted to the hospital she weighed 
only 8 pounde and wae entirely help: 
less. The disease affected her mind, and she 
labored under the delusion that she was 
wealtby, aad talked incessantly while awake 
ea her money and what she intended to do 
with it. 

The nature of her malady. was bard to de- 
termine to a certainty. It was known to be 
located in the stomach and was thought to be 
a tumor, but whether a cancerous form or not 
could not be foretold. The stomach was 
slightly swollen ana there was another pro- 
tuberance above it, for which po explanation 
could be given. The woman was starving to 
death, and it was only ber splendid physical 
organization that had kept ber alive at all. 
The patient’s consent, in her mental condl- 
tion, could not be obtained for an operation 
and Dr. Jacobus took the responsibility upon 
himself, and did for her, what in his opinion 
was best. For this he has been condemne 
by certain surgeons, who are built on the nar- 
row-gauge plan. 

The paticnt was put under the influence of 
ether, after careful preparation had been made 
for an emergency. An incision was made in 
the linea alba, above the navel, about six 
inches in length. The abdominal wall was 
hardly thicker than paper, and so tender that 
it tore under the slightest pressure. This 
faulty tissue did not promise well for the out - 
come of the operation, and in order to remove 
the strain the incision was extended several 
inches. A portion of the intestines were taken 
out and wrapped in hot flannel. They were 
very small and very transparent, and the net- 
work of arteries was beautifully shown when 
held in the light, a very rare sight i .deed. 
The surgeon finally found the mach and 
drew it forward through the opening in the ab- 
domen. It was very dark in color and had the 
appearance of parchment. It was dry and hard 
and cancerous, and without a single element 
ofa healthy stomach. The su mn made a 
careful examination of the adhesions and 
founa that the pancreas were not extensively 
involved. He freedthe stomach from them 
and was then able to get a good view of it. In- 
stead of there being trouble only in the py- 
loric region, as bad been supposed, here was 
presented acase in which the whole organ 
was involved. It was an unpleasant position 
for a surgeon to bein. To go ahead was dan- 
gerous and to nee after tne stomach had been 
so much irritated was fully as liable to prove 
disastrous. Dr. Jacobus has plenty of nerve, 
and he only hesitated a moment before decid- 
ing to go on, 

n making up bis mind he was influenced 
by an experiment which be had about a 
month ago tried uponadog. Atthattime he 
removed the entire stomach, and the dog sttil 
lives, without manifesting any inconvenience 
from the operajion which cost him the loss of 
this useful organ. Thedog was healthy, and 
the question that presen iteelf was whether 
such an operation could be performed upon a 
weak human being with a diseased organ. Dr. 
Jacobus thought that it would make no dif- 
ference, and that there, Was as good a chance 
forone as for the other. Id either case the chance 
was bardly one ia a hubdred.After a ligature 
had been 8 1 — — the 
@sopbagus : cut w unt scissors 
as near to the Wa as wee care bein 
taken to go beyond the 4 tissue, an 
the stomach was removed. The hemorrhace 
was not troublesome. The arteries were all 
enlarged and the stomach would have bied 
frightfully ff it had been eut. After the ab- 
dominal space had been thoroughly cleaned a 
union was made by drawing the cordia and the 
pyloris together. 

It required great ingenuity to unite them, as 
the canals were of different thickness and did 
not fit well ther. The otherswelling was | 
found to beafiuid pouch inthe msophagus, 
and as it was not of a malignant character it 
was left untouched. 

The abdominal wound had just been closea 
when Dr. Jacobus was called a murderer, as 
before related. Dr. Jacobus did not prove a 
murderer. In fact he savedalife. The pa- 
tient remained unconscious for several days 
and then rallied. Her body was rubbed with 
ofl and food was given her, per rectum, and 
she gainea strength rapidly. At the end of 
two weeks she was given food through the 
mouth witbout any bad effect. Digestion went 
on in a perfectly natural manner and from 
this it would secm that the stomach has been 
thought to play a more important part in di- 
gestion than it really does. 

The patient wil kept at the hospital for 
several months so that the history of the case 
can be carefully noted.

A GEOLOGICAL CURIOSITY, 


Sandstone That Is Elastic and Bends by Its 
Own Weight. 
From the Washington Star. 

There lay this morning on the desk of Mr. 
Samuel Hodgkins, acting chief clerk of the 
War Department, a stone wrapped in brown 
paper. It weighed about a pound, and was 
perhaps thirteen inches in length, two and a 
half in width, and one-third of an inch thick. 
On picking it up from the desk, when 
his attention was called to it, a Star 
reporter noticed that it dent slightly 
at the ends, and had the feeling of 


an elastic substance. On removing the wrap- 
per, however, it was seen to be a hard, com- 
pact piece of sandstone, of a light yellow 
color, with ‘the ends cut to points. The tex- 
ture of the stone was fine and presented no 
evidence of stratification, and was smooth 
over the entire surface. A knife-blade made 
no impression on the particles. There was no 
doubt as to its being a genuine stone, 
but it nevertheless 1 the flexi- 
bility of a piece of India rubber. When 
taken in the hand and shaken in the direction 
of its flat surface it would dend 
back and forth with a dull, muled sound. 
The movement was more of @ laxity in the ad - 
hesion, apparantly, than an elasticity. When 
held horizontall one end the other would 
drop and remain in that position. With the 
two ends supported on reste, the cente 
could be pressed half an nen below the mia- 
dle line. With one end held firmly on the 
desk the other could be bent upw over an 
inch. The movement was hot confined to the 
one direction—in the plane of the flat surfaces 
—but the entire stone seems to de 
constructed on principe 
universal joint, with a movement 
perceptible in all directions under pressure. 
‘This stone was given to me by a friend,’’ 
explained Mr. Hodgkins, ‘‘who is a lover of 
curious things. He told me that it came from 
a mountain in North Oarolina and bears the 
name of ‘flexible sandstone.’ The entire 
mountain is a ae of this material and 
pieces cut at random exhibit the same flexible 
properties. I bave never heard of any use to 
which it bas been put. It is quite strong and 
stands a considerabie in bending it.

ELLEN TERRY’S LADY MACBETH. 


A Gentle, Auburn-Haired Murderess in the 
Most Stylish of Garments.

The real interestin the ‘‘Macbeth’’ revival 
centers in Ellen Terry. Not that she has suc- 
ceeded as Lady Macbeth, or was expected to 
succeed. ‘'How does she do it?’’ every one is 
asking who has not yet seen her, andthe an- 
swer generally takes the form of apologetic 
praise. ‘‘As it was never done before,’’ 


would be more straightforward. This Lady 
Macbeth is not Mrs. Siddon’s—it is not Shaks- 
peare’s. It is Ellen Terry’s. That it is 
nervous, sensitive and impressionable—pas- 
sionate, sensuous and finely strung— 
picturesque, intelligent, intellectual—sweet, 
entie, winning, tenderly poetical, every- 
ody is saying. It must be confessed that this 
Lady Macbeth has a charming personality, but 
it is undeniably painful to hear this delightful 
creature uttering such terrible words—urgin 
on Mr. Macbeth tosuch a terrible crime—bu 
suffering no real remorse for her own share in 
the bloody tragedy. It is impossible to uac- 
cept her interpretation ofthe part seriously, 
for, full of life and grace as itis, it is at once 
incongruous and grotesque. It was Sir Arthur, 
Helps’ Milverton that declared that until he, 
saw Helen Faucit in the part he had no idea 
what a refined fiend Lady Macbeth could be. 
What would he have said had he seen this 
gentle, red-headed creature passionately kiss- 
ing Macbeth’s miniature,at atime when ther- 
was not a miniature painter in all Scotlande 
Her Lady Macbeth is not even a ‘‘delicat? 
flend,’’ but a Dlitne and come 
anionable woman. She certainly 
sa vision of delight in the letter scene, gar- 
mented in giittering meshes of blue and green 
and gold, and wearing a cioak of warm Vene- 
tian pink, studde with arabesques of 
strange dragons and unfamiliar beasts; Such 
a delicious creature might well interrupt the 
reading of the letter from her absent lord to 
kiss his countefeit presentment, but one 
would not suspect she was Lady Macbeth un- 
less be had foreknowledge of it. That this 
spiritual and ineffable being, possible only in 
a dream of fair women of King Arthur's days, 
should prompt to murder and assist at its 
committal in a tight-fitting skirt of white

and she became Empress Regent 
connection with the Eastern Empress in 
1961, when the Emperor Hien Feng died, leav- 
ing two wives. The Eastern Empress died six 
years ago, and there was at this time a great 
excitement in Peking, because it was thought 
that the Western Empress, or this noted Lay, 
who was the real ruler of China, was sick. 
The most noted doctors of China were called 
to court. Their medicines availed nothing, 
and they visited Dr. Dudgeon, an eminent 
Scottish practitioner of Peking, and asked him 
for some medicine and advice. Dr. Dud- 
geon replied that if the Empress wanted bis 
services she could call him in, but that he did 
not intend to risk advice and medicine at sec- 
ond hand. The result was that the Eastern 
Empress died, and the present Empress dow- 
ager ruled. During the last sickness of the 
Empress she could for a long time take only 
milk, and it took sixty wet nurses to keep 
ber alive. The present Empress Regent is 
now over 50, and she is said to be well formed 
and dignified. She combs ber bair, I am told, 
in this butterfly fashion common to 
the Manchus,, having horns six inehes 
long at the back of her head, and 
she fastens it with a gold hairpin. 
She is rather independent in thought and does 
as she pleases, regardless of Chinese eti- 
quette. Sneissaid to practice archery inside 
the walls of the palace, and she is reported as 
having taken lessons in boxing from an old 
eunuch. Minister Denby tells me that she 
studies and understands all subjects com- 
mitted to ber, and that she is very industri- 
ous. He thinks she will go down to histo 
as one of the great rulers of the world, an 
says that through her, China has attained its 
present high position among the nations. 
NEVER SEEN. 

From this, however, it must not be thought 
that Minister Denby has ever seen the Em- 
press Regent. Noteven the Chinese see her, 
and she receives the most noble of the court 
behind a gauze screen. Every Chinaman who 
appears before this screen has to get down on 
his knees aud bump his head against the 
floor, no matter if be be Li Hung Chang 
or one of the princes, and it is impos- 
sible for an American to conceive the 
sacredness and the awful divinity which 
hedges the body of the Emperor and this Em- 
press. The palaces themselves are sur- 
rounded by a yellow tiled wall, more than two 
miles in extent and many feet high, and 
around this there is a wide moat. The in- 
terior is called the carnation prohibited city. 
At the gates of the wall are officers in uni- 
form, and no foreigner ever steps within it. 
The ordinary Chinaman never gets inside, 
and the masses of the empire suppose 
that the palaces within are upheld by 
gold and silver piliars. They thin 
they are walled with precious jewels and 
that their majesties walk on vements of 
goid. Outside of this city is the imperial city, 
which has a wall fifty feet high, and which is 
so wide at the top that four good sized car- 
riages could be driven abreast upon it. It is 
from this wall thatthe stranger can get his 
only view of the palaces of the Chinese em- 
ete They are a wilderness of high, broad 

ulldmgs covered with curving roofs of bright 
— tiles, which glisten like gold under the 

right sun of Northern China. They look 
more like temples than palaces, and they are 
many of them centuries old. 

Yellow is the Imperial color of China, and 
His Majesty’s foot is too holy to step upon 
earth of any other hue. When he goes ont- 
side of the palace walls the streets through 
which his procession is to pass are covered 
M clay, and I saw a hundred half- 
naked Chinese coolies — this in from 
the country in wheelbarrows through the 
frosty wintry air as I started for the Chinese 
wall. The Empress Dowager was to have an 
outing on the following day, and these miles 
of dirty streets were being —— for her. 
Here and there shops which had been erected 
were being torn down, and the wide streets of 
the Tartar city, which are usually filled with 
booths like those of a great fair, were being 
cleaned for 

THE ROYAL PROCESSION. 

Matting was being bung up before the houses 
and navy blue q n was stretched across the 
side streets. N@human eve outside the court 
must ever rest the Emperor or Empress, 
and when they forth all are warned to re- 
main in doors, and the foreigners recieve 
notice through their ministers that they must 
not appear on certain streets at such times, 
nor can they go out when the imperial proces- 
sion is passing. The procession has archers 
with it, and there are few shots so good as 
these Chinese bowmen. A peeping Tom is lia- 
ble to get an arrow in his eye, and the Chinese 
get down upon their knees and kotow behind 
the mats. 

There are certain gates of the city which are 
never used except for the Emperor and in ad- 
dressing the throne ever the highest officials 
and nobles act as though they were address- 
ing a god. Ihave before me a memorial of Li 
Hung Chang, in which he states that ‘‘upon 
bended knees as a slave he looks upward 
towards his sacred master and prostrate begs 
to say. 

The Emperor of China is the god of the 
people. He offers sacrifices for the nation, 
and he is moreto them than the Pope ever 
was to Rome. From the Peking Gazette I 
take notice of a number of sacrifices which 
he has lately made, and I see that he usually 
starts out to the re of heaven at 4:30 
in the morning, and am told that he is 
hauled there by one of the sacred elephants. 
I visited the elephant stables yesterday, and 
by liberal bribing of the dirty. long-cued of- 
ficial in charge succeeded in seeing these royal 
animais, They are as big as was Jumbo, and 
they have been taught to bend their knees and 
bow when in the presence of the Emperer. I 
noted that they appreciated that I was an 
American prince, for they crooked their legs 
in response to the motion of the groom when 
I came into their presence and bowed to me 
even as to the sallow-faced, almond-eyed 
mortal, who poses as the god and ruler of 
400, 000, 000 of peop 
THE EMPE PRAYS FOR SNOW 

On the 
6th of March I see that he trotted out at 4:45 
a.m.and visited the temple of the god of 
war, and on the 15th of last April he started 
the ploughing for the Empire by going to tbe 
temple of agriculture and holding a gold- 
handled: plow with his long finger-nailed 
hand.

It ie largely due tu the high tension of the | 
average business man’s mind, and it ulti- | 
mately breaks down the brain tissue and | 
leaves him a helpless wreck. Just wateh him! | 
He is always on the go, never stopping in bis | 
planning and scheming out some new Venture | 
that be hopes will bring him independent for- 
tune and place him above his competitors. 
That ia the sort of strain that will disorganize 
almost any brain. Such a man’s mind is never 
at rest even when he siceps. His sleep is un- 
natural, and he is apt to be harrassed by 
dreams, and he wakes up in the morning more 
tired and worn out than he was when he went 
o bed the night before. 

Only a few days ago one of my patients con- 
sulted me in regard to this very matter. He 
is a very rich man, and his weaith has been 
made within the past decade. If I could only 
sleep as I used when I did a fair — By work ia 
the mine every day I'd feel all right, doctor,’ 
said he, ‘but I aon’t think lever will.

How do you treat such cases?“ 

„Well, that is a difficult question to an- 
swer. There are but few remedies known to 
our science that have produced good results 
and their efficacy is constantly disputed. 
Paresis is beyond our knowledge of drugs 
and tho scalpel can not reach it. In ali my 
cases I advise perfect and absolute rest. I try 
to show the patients that the prostration is 
due to over-application to work and tell them 
that it is necessary to take more relaxation 
and forget worldly affairs and go in for enjoy- 
ment. To those who have large means I ad- 
vise a long sea voyage andan extended tour 
of traveling abroad.’’ 

Do they follow your advice?“ 

Not often. You see, they are so used to 
rush about the floor of the Stock Exchange 
from 10 0’clock in the morning until 3 in the 
afternoon, make deals and such like, that it 
has become second nature to them, and they 
can't bring themselves to give it up.

THE FRENCH IN POLITICS 


GEN. GUSTAVE CLUSERET STATES THE 
PRESENT SITUATION, 


The Spoils System in France—Power of 
Young Lawyers—Jules Ferry's. Corrup.- 
tion—The Dangers of Boulangism—The 
Condition of the Army-—What the Im. 
pending War Will Bring.

ARIS, January 22.— 
You ask my opinion on 
the general situation 
of France from a polit- 
wal point of view. A 
bad one, from the ut 
ter incapacity and the 
lack Of moral sense of 
the men raised by an 
inexperienced suffrage 
to functions to which 
they are unequal. 

It is a mistake to sup - 
pose that a period of 
forty years can suffice 
to teach a people the 
handling of a new po- 

* litical tool. Now uni- 

* 2 versal suffrage only 
dates from 1848, and can one reasonably con- 
sider the nineteen years Of ‘‘official candida- 
ure of the Second Empire as an apprentice- 
ship to universal suffrage? Universal suffrage 
in France is still in the period of incubation. 

Like women, children and primitive peoples it 

is governed by the senses instead of being de- 
termined by reason. It is led by its eyes and 
ears. It is all for sound and externals. 

Every lawyer in France thinks that he isa 
Deputy by right and a Minister in expectation. 
A fig for study and experience! A knowledge 
of the human heart is inoculated into them at 
the age of 25 with their Doctor's degree. And 
these boys legislate for 36,000,000 of men be- 
fore they have a knowledge of man. The 
Chamber of Deputies is crowded with 
sonorous imbeciles of this sort, and their 
leader is called Clemenceau. Add to 
this defect the equally grave one that for 
a period of four years they are indepen- 
dent of their electors. Once elected, the can- 
didate may do jast as he pleases for a space, 
and what pleases him is to advance his own 
affairs, and not those of his electors, for whom 
he cares as little as if they did not exist. 
Hence ‘‘Wileonism,’’ hence bogus contracts, 
hence the law made for and by capital against 
labor, that is, the people. Now, in the last

the clown gives the pentaloon a box on the 
ears and the pantaloon retorts by kicking the 
clown, the crowd outside applauds and enters 
and pays, and In the evening the two mounte- 
banks drink tothe health of the fools who 
have forked out their money. That is exactly 
the situation of Parilamentary France. 

The Opportunism founded by Gambetta, and 
since irected by Ferry, represents the 
wealthy section of the Botrgeoisie. The 
Socialist-Radical Which Js neither Radi- 
cal nor Socialist, but simply fumiete, is led by 
Clemenceau and Floquet, more effectively by 
the latter than by the former, whose defeat in 
the Var thrusts into the background. This 
party is recruited in the lower middle-class. 

It is these two parties that dispute for power, 
more in appearance than in reality, however, 
the leaders being perfectly atone respecting 
the division.of the spoils. Outside these two 
parties, there is the Right that bitherto bas 
caused the scales to dip now to the right and 
now tothe left, but that appears to be be- 
ginning to discover that it works with no 
profit to itself.

THE BOULANGIST GROTP, 
infinitesimal minorities in the Chamber, but 
majorities in the country. 

These details are indispensable fora right 
understanding of the situation. 

From 1875 down to the defeat at Lang Son, in 
Tonkin, Ferry has been master of the situa- 
tion and he has exploited it for the benefit of 
his family and his party to such an extent that 
be has roused up puolic opinion against him 
and his to a degree unattained perhaps by 
Napoleon III. himself. 

After the invention of the Kroumirs to con- 
solidate the Tunisian debt in the interest of 
his friends, the Tonkin expedition was en- 
tered on to secure places for his political 
friends and mines for his family. The con- 
tracts made with the French railway compa- 
nies, allowing an augmentation of rates 
amounting in some cases to 160 per cent, and 
the ruin of nationai labor interests by duties 
which allow the import into the French mar- 
ket of French raw material manofactured 
in Germany at a cheaper rate than the 
same material can be manufactured in 
France, have ended by #0 exasperating 
the people that they brand ail these transac 
tions as frauds. Ferry, used up, unpopular 
beyond all expression, pretended to disap- 

ear when bis Ministry Was Overturned in 1885, 

is Uncle Floquet, at the time President of the 
Chamber, covering bis retreat and, in agree- 
ment with Grevy, then President of France, 
effecting a combination which was the old 
condition of things over again with anew 
name. We had successively the ministries of 
Rouvier and Tirard, two of Ferry’s lieuten- 
ants, Played out in their turn, pressure was 
brought to bear on Grevy’s suecessor Carnot, 
who appeared to make an immense conces- 
sion to public opinion by giving the Govern- 
ment to Floquet.

acclaimed Floquet, who, for a moment was 


the most popular man in nee. Had he 
been possessed Ut intelligence and courage 
he might at that moment have really estab - 
lished the Republicand preserved us from 
what Iforsee and fear.

way Oo., which, in virtue of a fraudulent con- 
tract, concluded with the Ferry Ministry, im- 
poses a duty of 52 per cent on agricaltural 
produce and thus ruins theagriculturist. The 
consequence is that in a space of five years 
the industrial cultivation of this region has 
decreased at the rate of 50 per cent, exactly in 
proportion tothe tax levied by this rallway. 

e may conclude therefore that if the 
scrutin de liste—that is, the election of the 
deputies of a department by the whole depart- 
ment—be maintained, the probable result of 
the elections in the North and West will be a 
manifestation of hatred against the Republic 
by 1 Boulanger. 

In the center of France we are likely to see 
elected few Boulangists and a respectable 
number of Radico-Opportunists; in the South 
the Socialists will triumph. 

According to this classification, the Boulan- 
gists as well as the Socialists and a certain 
number of Radicals, would demand a new 
conatitution, and asthey wouldform the ma- 
jority in the new Chamber, they would have 
their way. But here arises a question. Ali 
of those who propose new constitutions 
are agreed as regards the suppression of the 
Senate, and some favor the suppression of 
the Presidency also. Will these two powers 
allow themselves to be suppressed? Thisis a 
matter big with great conflicts. 

I THE MAJORITY, 

perplexed and bewildered by the latest man!- 
festation of universal suffrage, thinks to get 
out of the scrape by means ofthe scrutin 
d’arrondissement—that is, the district sys- 
tem, as in America—bere is what will happen. 
In upwards of 180 electoral districts the Bou- 
langists will put forward Boulanger, and he 
will be elected in virtue of the force of noto- 
riety, the elector reasoning in this way: What 
Iwant is to exasperate the Government that 
vexes and impoverishes me, the name of Bou- 
langer infuriates the Government, so I'll vote 
for Boulanger. 

And a number of Republicans chance to rea- 
son after the same fashion as the Royalists 
and Boulangists. After the first ballot things 
may undergo a complete change, and once 
the demonstration effected every one will re- 
sume his former position. But none the less 
the moral effect will have been produced, and 
that is what the Government fears. 

With the scrutin de liste Boulangism en- 
counters an obstacie in the composition of a 
ticket with many namesonit. It is all very 
well to place Boulanger at the 
top of the ticket, but when the 
Republican elector comes to see the 
names of Koyaliste in Houlanger’s wake he 
will refuse to vote for the Boulanger ticket. 
Only the out and out anti-Republicans will 
vote against the Republic In tavor of Boulan- 
ger, and these will always vote in tne same 
way, with or without Boulanger. That is what 
I pointed out to my friend Naquet the other 
day. Senator Naquet, you know, bas been 
called the brains of the Boulanger party. 
‘‘As soon, I said, as you shall have gota 
single Republican department to vote in favor 
of Boulanger, I shall consider you as serious; 
till then I see nothing in Bouvlangisw but an 
enormous fraud, perpetrated alike by Boulan- 
gerand by the Government, who has set bim 
up in the place of the old

Such are the circumstances in which the 
Exhibition will take place, for the law does 
not allow the elections to be postponed be- 

ond the month of October. Atthat time the 
txhibition wii be in full swing, and is it 
likely that one would endanger the success of 
it dy elections that must profoundly agitate 
the country? Everything renders it probabie, 
therefore, that the elections will come off be- 
fore the month of May. 

The military situation remains to be exam* 
ined. There is nothing to complainof re- 
specting the army stores and the effective 
force. France is ia a position to fight Germany 
with advantage; allied to Russia, that pos- 
seeses an inexhaustible reservoir of men, and 
is enabled by her resources to supply the neo- 
essary funds, it would seem, at first sight,that 
the Great Powers of the East and West might 
easily get the better of the Powers of the Cen- 
ter. There exists a but, however; the military 
situation calls for a close inquiry in order to 
have a just appreciation of the actual state of 
things. 
After 71 France Vas dent on copying Ger- 
many, and she copied her badly, not from 
want of intelligence, but from routine and the 
determination of the Bourgeoisie, before ail 
things, to keep the urban populations separ- 
ated; for the whole German system is based 
on the division of labor on the one hand, and 
local recruitment on the other. 

Thusthe army organization rests on three 
powers absolutely distinct and independent of 
one another. To the military staff are en- 
trusted the organization, instruction and 
direction; to the War Ministry, the adminis- 
tration; to the Chief of the State, thecom- 
mandment, and in no case can these three 
functions ever clash or produce professional 
rivalry. 

THE MINISTER OF WAR 

is no more justificd in giving an order to the 
Chief of State than is the latter in giving an 
order to the Mimister of War. In France the 
old monarchical routine persists, with an om- 
nipotent, an omniscient, nay, an ubiquitous 
Minister. This monstrosity, a sort of Buddha 
or great military Lama, has its temple Rue St. 
Dominique. This marvel is the pivot of the 
military world; squat in his sanctuary he pro- 
nounces sentence. r as truth 
in the lon run always gets 
the better o fiction, the pretended 
Divinity in his inecapability of know- 
ing all, is at the mercy of the chiefs of the bu- 
reaus. Whence that insolent bureaucracy, 
ignorant of everything except routine, and 

nsequently imposing it. blic opinion 
— express alarm, but no matter. The bu- 
reaucrat contents himself with reflecting that 
Ministers pass away, but bureaucracy re- 
mains.

now as eighteen years ago. Yet the com- 
mandment, for want of a staff, is so inferior 
that I do not feel completely at ease. 

TO SUM UP, 

the political situation is the most uncertain 
conceivabie, although I do not believe that 
the Republic and universal suffrage are threat- 
ened. Even if the Monarchical parties suc- 
ceeded in winning a momentary majority in 
Parliament, the people would rise with one 
accord if they dared to touch the Republic 
and universal suffrage. 

From an international point of view, a war 
is highly deplorable, nobody being in a posi- 
tion—save perhaps Russia—to risk so terrible 
agame. Governments will goon ruining the 
people with their squanderings, until from 
the force of things, the revolution peaceably 
settles the question by establishing the true 
Republic, that of the peasants, who will 
bring about a general disarmament. 

Up to the present we have seen govern- 
ments get themselves out of difficulties at 
home by making wars aoroad, but that is be- 
coming impossible. A single defeat of Ger- 
many would suffice to cause all the thrones in 
Europe to crumble, and to establish the 
United States of Europe under tne form ofa 
republic. Germany, with her dynasty struck 
by death, her Premier bent by age and her 
allles uncertain, threatened in the East by 
Russia, and heldin check bv France in the 
West, will notstir; and France, being peace- 
fulness itself, there is no fear of any violent 
commotion. 

I have not touched on the financial situa- 
tion, because finances are not my specialty. 
But, without being a specialist, one may af- 
firm that a nation that has forty-three thou- 
sand million of francs of debt, and each of 
whose citizens paysataxof 90 francs is not 
ina flourisbing condition whatever its re- 
sources may be, especially if, 
gradually retrenching, it goes on daily in- 
creasing its expenditure in order to satisfy 
the electoral interests of its deputies. Here, 
perhaps, liesthe greatest and most imme- 
diate danger.

Score in the Steinitz-Tchigorin Match—A 
Story of Paul Morphy. 


Play in the Sixth American Chess Congress, 
to be held in New York, is tu commence 
March 25. 

The St. Louis Chess Club is contemplating 
the purchase of some very fine chess men in 
place of those now in use. 

Three state chess associations—those of Ohio, 
Rhode Island and New Jersey—will hold their 
annual meetings February 22. 

The Baltimore Chess Association is arrang- 

ing for a visit from M. Tchigorin on his return 
from Cuba. He is also expected to make a 
visit to New York. 
Players wishing to witness games in the 
Haller-Hodges match now going on at the 
rooms of the St. Louis Club are informed that 
games are played every Tuesday and Satur- 
day evening. 

The sixteenth annual tournament of the 
Canadian Chess Association was held at Mon- 
treal last week. Players from Ottawa, To- 
ronto, Quebec and Montreal taking part. The 
result has not yet come to hand. 


From afew brief cablegrams it is learned 
that a grand banquet in honor ot the assem- 
bled chess masters has been given dy the 
Havana Chess Club. Among the guests pres- 
ent were the Captain General of Cuba, Don 
Sabas Martin, and the American, knglish, 
— Austrian, Italian and Mexican Con- 
suls. 

Players who have so far stated their inten- 
tion of entering the Stn American Chess 
Congress tourney are: Blackburne, Guns- 
burg, Burn, Bird, Lee, Mortimer, Mason, 
Bardeleben, Steig@itz, Delmar, Lloyd, Mac- 
kenzie, Showalter, Moehle, Ware, Galmayo, 
Vasquez and Tchigorin.

The special prize for the most brilliant 
game in the recent handicap tournament at 
the St. Louis Chess Club has been awarded, 
4 vote ot the committee, to Mr.

Woodward. Mr. Legler's twenty-second move 
was the first in a very brilliant combination, 
sacrificing his knight on the twenty-seventh 
and announcing mate in two moves on the 
twenty-eightb. All competitors for tnis prize, 
after playing over Mr. Legier’s game, have 
promptly and cheerfully acknowledged that 
the brilliancy prize was properly awarded. 


Thescore in the Haller-Houges match is 
Haller 8, Hodges 3, two games having been 
added to the score as given last Sunday. The 
fifth an even game, was won by Halier. The 
game finally came down to a pawn ending, 
each having the same number of pawns, but 
Haller seemed to be one move ahead, and ob- 
tuining the opposition with his King, was en- 
abled to Queen his pawn before Hodges and 
so win.

York and published there in full. 


The leading stipulations of the Steinitz- 
Tehigorin match are as follows: 1. The ex- 
enses of the players going and returning 
rom New York to Havana, to be borne by 
the Havana Chess Club. 2. For ox- 
penses in Havana during the match, 
each to receive 250 sos gold. 
3. From 16 to 20 games to be played, the win- 
ner in each to receive $20,;the loser $10. In 
case of a draw, each player $10. 4. Time limit, 
15 moves per hour. 5. After the first four 
hours play, an intermission of two hours; 
play then to be resumed during four hours 
more, when, if not finished, the game to be 
completed next day. 6. The games to be the 
property ofthe Havana Chess Club, to be pub- 
ished exclusively in the magazines of the 
players, and no copies to be allowed to other 
periodicals. 7. The players to give biindfoid 
and simultaneous exhibitions, and to play 
games at odds with the club members on fixed 
dates.

Money 
poured in until the possible limit of expendi- 
ture for such an object was reached and 
passed. Then the projector of the charity saw 
beyond the tree a greater benefit to be con- 
ferred upon the poor little ones, and the col- 
lection did not cease. The find went on until 
it had passed $8,000, and then was closed. 

No fund was ever raised in St. Louis bya 
newspaper that came within $4,000 of that sum, 
and, best of all, the $8,335.42 was contributed 
by over 50,000 persons. The average contri- 
bution was under 16 e There were no 
very large amounts given it. Fifty dollars 
was the highest limit, and there were but one 
or two so high as that. The 10-cent contri- 
butions were the most frequent, and there 
were thousands of children who gave but 5 
cents each.

To provide a new navy, Congress has, since) 


1888, made appropriations for the completion 
of the five doubie-turretted monitors which 
have long been on the stocks, and for the con- 
struction of two sea-going ironcilads and four- 
teen unarmored steel cruisers. Of the five 
monitors, upon which work js being pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible, the Puritan 
will be by far the most powerful, hav- 
ing a displacement of 6,000 tons, while 


launched, building, or soon to be begun, the 
Chicago, Baltimore and Philadelphia are the 
largest, and similar in construction. The Chi- 
cago, which has a displacement of 4,500 tons, 
a length of 334 feet, 48 feet beam, draws 19 feet 
of water, and has developed a speed of 16 
knots. Her engines are of the beam type, 
she carries coal sufficient for 5,500 miles of 
steaming, and spreads 15,000 feet of canvass.

The New Pei-Tang Cathedral.

The new cathedral in Pekin, which 18 # 
tala the place of the Pei-tang, removed two 
years ago from the nelghborhood of the Im- 


perial Palace, after having for many years ex 
cited the irritation of the Obinese, is now 
complete externally, and was consecrated 
on December 8. Ab Faires of the Lazarist 
Society designed the edifice and superintended 
its construction. The internal decorations re. 
main to be completed and will take several 
months. The organ is described as a master, 
piece of Cavaillie de Ool of Paris, and the 
painted windows, which are also fine works, 
are in their places. The glass, which was 
brought from nce, ived in Pekin in e- 
cellent order. 

The building is not so large as the grauite 
cathedral in Canton. The total interior length 
is 248 feet; breadth of transept, 108 feet; 
breadth of nave, 52 feet: 1 4 under the 
beams, 50 feet; height under the arched roof, 
60 feet. The height was fixed in a convention

The Pride, Pomp and Circumstance of an 
Arrest in St. Louis—A Gaudy Spectacle— 
Old Time Justice, Equity and Rum—The 
Two-Headed Girl—Sad Tale of a Shy 
Young Man.

T. LOUIS is the 
only city I have 
ever visited where 
it seemed like pay- 
, ing aman a dell- 
cate tribute to ar- 
rest him. When 
vou are arrested in 
St. Louis you do 
not go reluctantly 
to the nearest sta- 
tion by means of 
the scruff of your 
neck, through a 
hooting and mad- 
ding crowd, but the policeman who has ar- 
rested you sends in a signal from the nearest 
box, and directly, as the English put it, or 
right away, as the American has it, a beautl- 
ful silver-mounted, droska, or Rise-up-Will- 
iam-Riley-and-come-along-with-me phaeton, 
drawn by gally caparisoned, neighing steeds 
dashes up to the curb, driven by an Olive 
street gondolier. You bound lightly into the 
beautifully flecked chariot, a tiny silver gong 
about the size of a railroad time-table tinkles 
gaily, and away you go arousing the envy and 
admiration of those who have never been un- 
der arrest. 

But how, asks the keen and pungent reader, 
can St. Louis afford to do this while in a city 
like New York, the criminal must either walk 
to the station-house or forego the joys of ar- 
rest entirely? The answer is simple. Here 
the criminal pays %.50 for an ar- 
rest which he used to get $3. 
This pays his droska hire and 
makes his arrest something to look back to 
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with pleasure. People who yield to the 
police and become arrested from time to 
time, do not care for the expense. Mostly 
they refer the expense to a place which 
should be alluded to very sparingly in a Sun- 
day paper. And so $3.50 don’t bother them at 
all. They pay it if they have it, and then if 
they do not, an opportunity is given them to 
earn it later on, at some sort of skilled labor 
like pounding sand. This makes the arrest 
an ornament tothe city and the gentlemanly 
criminal or misdemeanor obligato pays for it, 
thus contributing to his own comfort and mak- 
ing his arrest ap ovation and a delicate tribute 
to himself which the papers can use and which 
will read wellina scrap book when forked 
over to future generations. 

St. Louis points with pride to her police sys- 
tem and methods of arrest. A New York man 
who comes to St. Louis and gets arrested, is 
treated, just as well as if he had been born 
here, whereas a St. Louis man who goes to 
New York, when arrested, is at once looked 
upon with suspicion. 

The people of St. Louis love to compare 
their police and arrest system with those of 
other cities and to speak of Chicago with 
quiet scorn. They love to point with pardon- 
able pride to their five mayors, neither one of 
whom dared for some time to leave town for 
fear one of the others would be sole mayor 
when he got back.

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AN ANCIENT INDIAN CEMETERY. 


Valuable Prehistoric Relics Unearthed by a 
Smithsonian Institution Official. 


Svecial Corresponlence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

VWasHIneton, D. C., February 1.—Recently 
there appeared an account of a peculiar pre- 
historic burying place having Been exposed to 
view by a wasbout in the south fork of the 
Potomac River, at Romney, W. Va. Mr. 
Warren K. Moorehead, thinking to secure 
some good relics and curiosities for his col- 
lection inthe Smithsonian Institution, went 
there and investigeted the report. He found 
the article true in nearly all particulars, but 
that the washout occurred two years ago in- 
stead of recently. He says 

k men were engaged, and the spot 
where the graves lay was carefully dug 
over. It was found that about forty skeletons 
had been exhumed by the freshet and carried 


away by the waters. Many more remained, 
some of which tad been disturbed dy tue 
plough, for they were buried only two feet 
deep. One of these was found to have in- 
terred with the body stone tips for his ar- 
rows, beads asa necklace, a whole pot of 
clay rudely fashioned and holding several 
decayed bones ot the deer. This bad been bis 
cooking vessel, and when interred with the 
warrior it was filled with deer joints, 
‘luscious and juicy,’ the meat of which sus- 
tained bis soul in its march through the Hap- 
py Hantiog Grounds, 

Another skeleton had a similar outfit 

laced with it. Many of the bodies were 

urted in cramped positions, few were ex- 
tended as we place our dead, many bones 
were missing and the skulls of some individu- 
als seemed crushed and broken. I therefore 
drew a conclusion that most of these warriors 
were killed in battle. As it was the Indian 
custom to mutilate the bodies of the slain, in 
some instances to smash the skulle, the con- 
dition of the skeletons is easily accounted for. 
In the loose earth thrown out of the excava- 
tions and everywhere about the surface we 
found arrow-points, broken pottery, copper 
beads, glass beads, shells, parts of stone 
tomahawks, etc. One excavation revealed an 
old fireplace. We took out about five bushels 
of ashes, the bones of deer, buffalo and 
ground hog. The buffalo or bison bones are 
seldom met with in the East. It is known that 
the bison roamed all over this country, but 
the whites found him further west than the 
Mississippi. Therefore the date of this burial 
place can be placed very far back. The pres- 
ence of glass and copper beads shows the 
tribe had contact with the whites. but these 
beade were found on the suface and not bu- 
ried with the bodies.

The skulls of a number were pre- 
served whole, and when any fell to pieces 
the fragments were large enough to admit of 
their being put together. The average depth 
of these graves was three fect.

DEAD - LETTER PUZZLES. 


SOME OF THE BLIND ENIGMAS THE CHIRO- 
GRAPHICAL EXPERTS SOLVE. | 


Young Women in the Department at Wash- 
ington Who Can Beat the World on De- 
ciphering Badly Addressed Letters— 
Supplying Street Numbers, Cities and 
States.

is true that Mr. Jones 
is exceeding clever at deciphering almost un- 
readable addresses, there are a few young 
women in the Dead-Letter Department at 
Washington who contrive to unravel mys- 
teries in names and places that are too much 
for Mr. Jones. These women have long been 
known asthe chirographical experts of the 
United States, and the puzzles they solve 
every dayseem marvelous tothe casual ob- 
server. 
During the year just closed they have sup- 
plied the addresses of 100,000 letters which bad 
defied the inventive faculties of iocal post- 
masters. These addresses are not only in bad 
English, but in every ancient and modern lan- 
guage, in Greek and Arabic, in telecraph 
signs and in cipher. Of these misdirected let - 
ters daily received at the Dead Letter Office, 
New York sends an average of 3,500 monthly. 
Here are some samples of puzzles which are 
usually figured out with astonishing ease by 
the feminine minds in the Department here: 


The above is perhaps the most common of 
all the careless tricks of letter-writers. Thou- 
sands of people forget to give the name of the 
State on the envelope, and it puts the depart- 
ment to the trouble of hunting up the various 
cities having such a street as the one named, 
and at last, after various trials, the letter us 
ually reaches the right person. The back of 
„Mrs. Jeames O’Hagan’s’’ letter shows the 
amount of trouble the department went to be- 
fore it found her: 


The following cut not only illustrates the 


carelessness of omitting the State, but gave 
the young woman here a chance to puzzle 
over what city was meant by the word Al- 
ford, which appears twice. After some 
speculation it was thought possible that 
‘*alford’’ meant Hartford, and thatthe State 
was probably Connecticut. This proved a 
correct guess and the proper party finally got 
the letter. This was the address: 


The following letter has been to every city 
where Elm and Larrabee streets form a corner, 
but the person addressed has never been 
found and therefore the letter is dead: 


The samplegiven below was probably writ- 
ten by some Italian pea-nut vender, and if it 
contained any news of value it would have 
never reached the party addressed had it not 
been for the ingenious deciphering of the de- 
partment experts, who atonce said that the 
address was ‘‘No. 28 Mulberry street, New 
York.’’

Big Banquets Among tbe Diplomats at 
Washington.

sthe supreme social test. Teas, afternoon 


and evening receptions and other more or less 
romiecuous gatherings are easy enotyh and 
he safest kind of entertainments for new- 
comers to attempt. People will come to them 
who would scarcely aspire or condescend to 
dine with you. Itisthe dinner which places 
you on the plane you will occupy here. 
Lou have to know more than is printed in 
books ifyou want your dinner to leave a 
pleasant memory in the minds of your 
guests.“ said a prominent dinner-giver in of- 
ficial life toa SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH corres+ 
pondent. ‘‘You not only have to know thé 
exact order of precedence (and this includes 
knowing just who has been here a month 
longer than some one else), but if it isa gentie- 
men’s dinner you must know if the gentile- . 
men you place side by side agree politically, 
or t they do not, whether they are broad 
enough to keep from quarreling during the 
two or three hours they sitside byside. You 
must know if they are friends, and if not if it 
is dangerous to try to heal any breach that 
may exist. Ifthey are ladies you must con- 
sider, as well as their official precedence, 
their social rominence, you must 
take care that they are not bored, and it 
is wise to sometimes help along 
little romances by seating the interesting par- 
ties together or avoid gossip by separating 
people who are interested in each other with- 
out having any right to be. Then, too, one 
must have at heart the interests of diplomats 
who dannot speak Eng!ish—but that is beoom- 
ing a comparatively easy matter, as there a 
few people in good society who do not no 
understand French.’’ 
It seems as though this vexed question of 
precedence would now be understood, but is it 
not so very long ago that a lady, the wife of a 
foreign Minister, took offense because she was 
not given the place she thought belonged to 
her, and throwing down her napkin left the 
table with indignation and almost in tears 
much tothe consternation and discomfort of 
the well-meaning hostess.

Their favorite number of 
guests is eighteen. The table is always most 
beautifully decorated, Mrs. Stanford’s ideas 
being carried out by the florist. At one din- 
ner there will be ascarfof real lace running 
down the center of the table; at anothera 
piece of exquisite embroidery; again, cloth 
of gold, with several bags or pouches made 
of the same, out of which rare flowers 
appear to be tumbling in the greatest 
profusion. The floral decorations are 
always superb and lavish, costing fre- 
quently $150 to $175. The display of silver and 
cut glass is dazzling. The menu and place- 
cards are generally band-painted. Mrs. Stan- 
ford makes her entertainments serve a double 
purpose—pleasing ber guests and helping 
others. She buysa great deal of needle-work, 
lace and painting—much that she has no use 
for, in truth—and in that way she gets ali her 
dinnercards. She keepstwo excellent cooks 
and she leaves everything to them. 

Mrs. Hearst does not give many dinners on 
account ofthe frequent absences of Senator 
Hearst, but when she does give them they are 
perfection, and remain green in one’s memory 
for a long time. Her dinners are always small, 
so that the conversation can be general, and 
her first care is that everything is cooked just 
right. Her cook she brought with herfrom 
California, and she, too, is obliged very often 
to send to New York for delicacies not to be 
had lu our markets. She has cut-flowers sent 
in, and arranges them herself. Her table 
decorations are generally of medium height, 
so that her guests can see each other across 
the table, and are not obligedto toss their 
words over a mountain of flowers. 

Senator and Mrs. Palmer give a great many 
dinners during the season—and most delicious 
ones. They have a beautiful dining-room 
with inlaid floors and mahogany walls and 
— Their kitchen is on the top floor, and 
there their own cook prepares the viands in 
shining copper saucepans. Mrs. Palmer 
superintends everything, from seeing that the 
cooking is done just right to designing the 
decorations and making the diagram of the 
table, while on the genial Senator de- 
volves the du of paying the bills. 
And if the ghost of Epicurus could see one of 
those dinners it would weep tears of brine 
that it was called to the spirt land so soon. 
Mrs. Palmer bas infinite tact, and she always 
tries to dispel the preliminary dullness by 
providing a topic of conversation in unique 
and pretty place cards that can be passed 
round aud commented on. Her favorite party 
at a dinner is eighteen, aud the time allowed 
about two hours. 

Minister and Mme. Romero ot the Mexican 
Legation give bandsome dinners.

A very interesting little book is that by 
Capt. John Codman, entitled Winter 
Sketches from the Saddle.“ It is entirely out 
of the usual line of book making and has a 


charm of its own apart from any literary 
standpoint in its uniqueness. There are very 
few men of 70 in this count that could do 
what Capt. Codman did and afterwards tell 
about their adventures, if we may so call 
them, so entertainingly. He states that he has 
a favorite medical system which he styles 
‘*Equestrianopathy,’’ which he considers 
Leon superior to any other kind of 
**pathy.’’ In the first instance he 
started on his ride the middie of November, a 
time when most people are beginning to 
**coddile’’ themselves preparatory to winter. 
All of the tours inthis volume were made at 
just as trying seasons. His equipment was of 
the simplest kind. He followed the old post 
road from New York to Boston. He rode in 
like manner from New York to Albany, and 
thence down the west bank of the Hudson to 
Jersey City, giving in every instance striking 
pictures of old highways and towns which the 
progress of railway extension has left com- 
aratively far removed from modern travel. 
ncidentally he presents some striking pict- 
ures of occurrences in Connecticut and along 
the Hudson during the war of the Revolution. 
He gives a somewhat humorous description 
of his native town Dorchester, now part 
of Boston, ashe remembered it sixty years 
ago.

WOMEN PRISONEBS. 


A Glimpse at the Inside of the Missouri 
Penitentiary. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POSsT-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., February 1.—The fe- 
male department of the Missour! Penitentiary 
is by tar the most interesting portion of the 
„pen, and numerically has never been 
stronger. There are now fifty women incar- 
cerated bebind its walls, but their number is 
being constantly reinforeed and discharges 


are daily made. Itis impossible, therefore, 
to get accurate statistics. Their building is 
the first as you approach the Warden's office. 
The main entrance has in front asmooth, 
well-kept grass plot, bordered with wide 
stone coping and flanked by well-kept stone 
walks which lead to the ponderous iron- 
barred door. This is opened in answer to 
the ringing of an electric bell by a dapper 
little Frenchwoman who is serving time (as 
they term their imprisonment) for attacking 
with a knife a neighbor in a back-yard brawl. 
She is a former resident of Kansas City, with 
an Italian husband, who owns de monk. 
Both are languishing for her return, and an- 
noy the Matron not a little with affec- 
tionate appeals, wherin ‘‘de monk’’ is 
never forgotten. Up the broad stairway 
upon turing to your right, you are shown 
into a large 18 reception room, carpeted 
with soft, bright brusseis and hung with 
pictures and lace drapery. At once one has 
the feeling of awaiting a guest in some new 
hotel rather than the somber dreariness of an 
observer of prison ways. Opening from this 
room isthe work-room, where the busy bee 
improves each working hour, as it were. The 
hum ot the sewing machines accords well 
with the shrill notes of a littie.vellow prisoner 
hurg high in gilded bars upon the window, 
— hy the flooding sunlight. Here, in- 
deed, is a picture of dumb patient waiting. 
ame women are busily sewing upon coarse 
sbiete, others attaching buttons to uppers, 
othere-for the shoe manufactures that con- 
tract with the State for their labor, others are 
making bed ciothing. All are fully occupied, 
not a voice heard above the notés of the bird 
or the machine! Two days before Christmas 
the Warden sentan order for 500 new shirts 
for Christmas day. Upon Christmas eve 500 
new shirte were ready for wearing. To those 
women work means diversion, and many 
seize upon any littie extra employment out of 
hours to relieve monotony and drive dull care 
away. 

— there are a few in whom the 
animal nature so predominates that they give 
not a thought to the past, and how to get out 
or to make the most of their condition is the 
only thought ot their Hfe. Not all are dead to 
their better selves, aud over those remorse 
hangs like a fearful mightmare. They are 
shy and shamefaced before visitors and avoid 
every glance. In others all thé old boldness 
and impudence is noticable. Their cotton 
gowns of checked goods are covered by an 
immense apron. Their bangsand bustie out 
vie their sisters charged with deeper and 
more questionable crimes. They seem ever 
on the alert to attract attention, but the sweet- 
faced matron is watchful and promptly 
squelches any forwardness. 

The sleeping quarters occupy the entire 
third story of the department. It isa large, 
well ventilated apartment, heated by steam 
and lighted by electrical lamps. The little 
iron beds, clean and comfortable, are 
arranged in rows down the center of the 
room, twofeet apart. The beds are single 
ones and are supplied with one pillow, one 
sheet, two blankets, anda white coverlid. The 
majority of the prisoners are more comfort- 
able than they have been before. Here, too, 
their individual taste is displayed. All man- 
ner and sorts of fancy decorations abound. 
Each one little pine table is made gorgeous 
with tissue paper and bric-a-bracand the beds 
seem the peculiar medium for expressing 
artistic talent. One very singular decoration 
noticed was the unusual number of doll. 
babies upon exhibition. Bag babies, china 
babies, wax babies, black and white, all 
dressed and reposing upon their pillows, as if 
awaiting the admiration of every guest. The 
matron was unable to give any satisfactory 
explanation of this fad, so I put it down to 
woman’s idiocyncrasy, wondering if anything 
could obliterate her maternal instincts. 

At one corner of this sleeping-room are two 
littie 8x10 rooms, One devoted to the bath, 
which all are required to use, and the other is 
atrial room for the sick, where, upon com- 
plaining and being unable to work, they are al- 
lowed to remain until the matron is fully con- 
vinced they are not ‘‘possuming.’’ I was as- 
sured they would recover there in halt the 
time itrequired if allowed.to be free on their 
usual bed and enjoy the company of their 
companions. 

In the dining hall I met the once rampant 
Sadie Hays, now doing life-service for having 
been too playfnl with a pop-gun, and thus 
ending the life of avaliant policeman. Sub- 
dued and harmiess as Mary's famous lamb, 
she is faithfully watching over the table eti- 
quette of the other forty-nine. The first ten 
days of Sadie’s incarceration old Adam and 
general cussedness fought gy A with the 
guardians of Sadie’s person. But total absti- 
nence conquered, and to-day Ben Deering has 
no better disciple. If executive clemency ever 
overshadows Sadie, those haunts that once 
knew her will know her no more. The general 
discipline of a prison may often be questioned, 
but in this place it is perfect. Upto date St. 
Louis and Kansas City furnish together more 
prisoners than the entire State outside. Ev- 
ery criminal mey not always be a repentant 
sinner, but their surroundings are largely con- 
ducive to lengthy reflections. Just pow this 
department is greatly agitated over the ad- 
ministration changes, some of which may 
affectthem. Anew matron is probabie and 
she may not guide the ship as firmly and 
kindly as the present one. J. W. P.

When the sky becomes covered with 
heavy clouds we expect snow, and

tornados, although the latter are often er- 
roneously called by that name. ihe cyclones 
and anti-cyclones have in one latitude an 
easterly movement. It is on account of this

is enabled to estimate their fature positions 
and, as — | all weather changes depend 
upon them, the weather predictions are made 
accordingly. Any reader, by watching the 
daily weather maps in the front window of 
the Post-DisPaTcod office, and by noting the 
above facts, can with a little practice make 
his own cold wave predictions almost as ac- 
curately as it can be done in Washington. 


In the vicinity of alow barometer area. and 
particularly to the southeast of it, there is 
cloudy weather with rain or snow. As the 
winds blow spirally inward towards the 
ow“ area, the warm vapor-laden winds 
from the South meet the volder winds from 
the North, and mingling with each other, the 
vapor in the former will be condensed by the 
cold and becomes visible in the form of

when the snow falls we may think 
of skating and sileighing, but how many 
of us will stop to examine the tiny snowflakes 
and ponder over the cause of their symmetry 
of shape or their soft white color? We arise in 
the morning and see our windo@ws covered 
with icy pictures of grass, trees and flowers, 
and concinde that it ie a very cold day—but 
think no more about it. Yet what a world of 
beauty lies hidden in a cluster of snowflakes, 
and what interesting lessons we can learn 
from nature on a winter’s day! 

What produces the biizzards that come upon 
us so suddenly, often even after a warm spell 
and when we are least expecting them? Has 
the reader ever seen the Signal Service 
weather map displayed in the front window of 
the Post-DisPaTcn? If not, it would pay him 
to stop and look at it some day when a biiz- 
gard is sweeping over us or before its arrival 
when the cold-wave flag is flying from the 
Custom-house building. The first thing that 
will attract his attention on the map at such a 
time will be the word ‘‘ HIGH’ tn large letters 
near the top of the map and the word LOW“ 
near the bottom. The former generally cov- 
ers the area of Minnesota or Dakotaand the 
latter is found in Texas or the Gulf States. 
These words are used to designate the posi- 
tions of the areas of high and low barometer. 
The continuous dlack tines which we see—some 
inclosing or partially surrounding the words 
„high“ and ‘‘low,’’ and others stretching at 
nearly equal intervals between them—are 
the ‘‘isobars’’ or lines connecting places 
where the barometer reads the same. The 
figures on the ends of the lines give the read- 
ing of the barometer in inches and tenths at 
the points connected by the lines, respect- 
ively. We will also notice that when the 
cold wave or blizzard is severe and is ac- 
companied by high winds, these black lines 
will be more numerous and nearer together 
than at other times. ‘‘What connection have 
these barometric lines with our blizzard?“ 
the reader will ask. Simply this: All winds 
are produced by the unequal distribution of the 
atmosphere, and its tendency to resume its 
equilibrium. As water always seeks its level, 
so air also seeks its equilibrium, and the 
waves ofthe air are like the waves of the 


ocean except that the former are on a grand- 
er scale. Let us imagine the high 
barometer area the crest of 

AN IMMENSE WAVE 
and the low barometer area a depression. The 
air in the former will bo accumulated in im- 
mense volume and will therefore have a 
tendency to spread out in all directions, caus- 
ing the surface winds to blow away from the 
area over which it accumulated. On the other 
hand, let us imagine the low barometer area 
to bea vast depression in the atmosphere ;then 
the air all around it wiil have a tendency to 
rush in and fill the depression. We will have, 
as a consequence, winds blowing from 
all directions towards the low barometer 
area. It then a high barom- 
eter area exists in the North or North- 
west, and a low barometer areain the South, 
the air from the former will blow towards the 
latter, peng with it the cold of the north- 
ern regions. These currents of air, being un- 
interrupted by mountains or other influences, 
sweep down over the plains and cause the 
sudden changes in temperature which are pe- 
culiar to North America. If a mountain range 
were to extend along the northern boundary 
of the United States, these cold winds would 
be intercepted, and the severe blizzards 
would be unknown to us. 

THE BAROMETER 

is an instrument for measuring the pressure 
ofthe aironthe earth’s surface. If there is 
an abundance of air at any place the barome- 
teris high, if a deficiency the barometer is 
low. The moisture of the air, contrary to the 
opinion of many, has no effect upon the ba- 
rometer except in so much as it may influence 
the atmospheric pressure. The barometer in- 
dicates 8 more or less than the pressure 
of the air. Ii, then, we represent by lines 
upon a map the Intensity of the pressure of 
the atmosphere throughout the country we 
can tell at a glance whenever a blizzard is 
likely to pass over any nore of the country by 
noting the relative positions of the ‘‘high’’ 
and ‘‘low’’ areas. 

We have shown above how the wind blows 
away froma ‘‘high’’ and towards a ‘‘low’’ 
area of the barometer, but when we consult 
the 2 we will see by the small arrows, 
which fly with the wind, that the wind does 
not blow directly away from the **high’’ and 
towards the ‘‘low’’ area, but has a spiral mo- 
tion. This motion is in the direction 
wien the hands of the watch in thé 
case of the ‘‘high,’’ and contrary to 
the hands of the watch in the case of the 
low“ area in the northern hemisphere. The 
Spiral motion is due to the rotation of the 
earth upon its axis. As the ro velocity of

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clouds. As the process of condensation con- 
tinues rain is produced. When the tempera- 
ture of the air is 32 deg. or below at the piace 
where the condensation takes place, the moitst- 
ure of the air is frozen as soon as it is con- 
densed from its invisible state, and becomes 
snow. It first presents itself in the form of 
minute crystals of ice, having a rhomboidal 
shape with angles of 60 deg. and 120deg. The 
ice crystals, being free from any foreign in- 
terference, group themselves first into the 
shape of minute needles. Then the needles 
arrange themselves around a common center, 
radiating at angles of 0 deg. Short needles 
will then group themselves around the 
primary ones at angles of 60 deg., and some of 
these will in turn receive additional bars, all 
grouped together in regular geometrical fig- 
ures. 
THE COMBINATIONS 

being all made at regular and equal angles, 
an endless variety of the most beauti- 
ful and complicated designs are produced. 
When the alr is not very cold the snowflakes 
are damp and unite into larger masses. In 
such cases, as weil as when the crystals are 
broken by the wind, the fiakes do not retain 
the regular shapes which were formed origi- 
nally. In cold weather when the wind is mod- 
erate the flakes are the most perfect when 
they reach us. Asthe snow-flakes are made 
up of very small ice crystals the elementary 
colors of light thrown off from the 
surface of the crystals are biended 
together, producing the compound im- 
pression of whiteness. The crystals 
themselves are coloriess, and if examined 
closely as with a magnifying giass, the pris- 
matic colors can be detected before they min- 
gie together, the snow peaks presenting the 
appearance of a combination of little dia- 
monds. The white appearance is also due to 
the air mixed in amoag the particies of ice. 

The ice pictures inthe windows during very 
cold weather are also due to the condensation 
ofthe vapor in the air. The air of the room, 
coming in contact with the cold glass, depos- 
its veges — — its surface. When the temper- 
ature is suflicientiy low, the vapor will be im- 
mediately converted into particies of ice, as 
in the case of the snow. Unlike the snow, 
however, these minute ice crystals cannot 
unite freely on account of their adhesion to 
the glass, and as a consequence, resolve 
themselves into all kinds of pant” aw

MES. DAHLGREN SAYS A FALSE STANDARD 
f 18 BEING ESTABLISHED. 


Money Taking the Place of Refinement and 
Intellect—How Guests Should Be'Selected 
—Conversation Should Be the Attraction 
—Art in Dinner Giving—Ten Courses and 
Six Wines.

ASHINGTON, February 
2.—The tyranny of little 
things is really aston- 
ishing, and dominates 
us all more than we are 
aware. 

As to the regulation of 
our modes of entertain- 
ing there would seem to 
be, as in other fashions, 
asort of unwritten law 
by which the most wor- 
thy people, who are in- 
dependent and in a 
measure untrammeled 

in their manner of 

action, seem to de 

. pf guided. ; 

Social supremacy, dy 

the very nature of ite claims, will always be 
the privilege accorded to the few. 

And so long as this prestige and the power 
that goes with it ia gained by those who prove 
themselves pre-eminent by talent, by cylture, 
by true refinement, by moral worth, or by 
large means used in public benefactions or 
unceasing private charities, the models thus 
created are a benefit to the Republic, because 
they direct the social life of the nation into 
broad and beneficent channels. 

Thus every young man and woman may find 
in these exeniplars modeis worthy of their em- 
ulation. But if money and the uses of money 
as such are to be allowed to direct then we 
shall sink into a hopeless social degradation. 

To get rich, forthe sake of being rich, is a 
degrading ambition, and his canker worm 
eats into the heart of the xt generation, we 
bloom but to decay. 

We have happily escaped the paralyzing !n- 
fluences of an inherited aristocracy, but if we 
reach after this ignoble goal we shall fall into 
the mire of sordid aims and low motives. 
Already there is a false standard being set up 
as regards the manner of our entertainments, 
and there is not the vigorous protest that 
there should be against the invasion. 

I have, for instance, heard of a cultivated 
and excellent woman who actually went 
abroad because she either could not or would 
not indulge in the 

COSTLY MODES OF ENTERTAINING 
adopted by some other social leaders of the 
same city. Now this is, to say the least, a 
very narrow and perverted view to take of the 
true province of entertainments. 

In what does the brilliancy of an entertain- 
ment consist? Assuredly not in the flash of 
electric light, mingling with the softer rays of 
waxen candles and modulated illumination, 
in terrapin and champagne, inimmense suits 
of claborately decorated apart menta, or in the 
sheen of satin and the sparkle of diamonds. 

Does our intellectual civilization call this 


brilliancy? God forbid. These things are mere 
accessories, effects produced by a respectable 
army of working men and women who have 
united their labors to produce this result, and 
are thankful that by so doing they have gained 
an honest livelihood. 

If the effect is not glaring and is devoid ofa 
seeming display, then it is to the credit and the 
good taste of the person who has made the 
outlay. 

But for all this, the entertainer and the en- 
tertained may be—I do do not say — are, 
butI do say that they may very readily be, 
very commonplace, if not absolutely unrefined 
people. 

The making of money isnot one of the fine 
arts, and the people who have the knack of 
making it most rapidly are apt to come out of 
the trying ordeal, supposing them to be 
nature’s — wat of rude, jag and 
uncut. They need adeal of polishing before 
they know how to shine as brilliants of the 
first water. 

While on the other hand, the vast body of 
our respectable families, who have been 
satisfied with moderate means, have lived in 
an atmosphere of true refinement. 

We have only to collect our senses and turn 
aside from 
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MERE GLITTER 
as meretricious, and disassociate the idea of 
money-spending from our social life, to re- 
gain the old standard. 

Now, the first cardinal rule as to the real 
elegance of an entertainment must be that it 
is the selection of the guests, the character of 
the people who will assemble, that will go to 
make it brilliant or the reverse. 

One may waste a fortune in giving a dinner, 
as the Pagans have done before us, and it will 
be but a vulgar affair at best ifthe guests are 
not the chief attraction. 

Happily. it is conversation, and not simply 
what one eats or drinks, or has to offer or ais- 
play, that makes a dinner a banquet fit for the 


gods. 

Ifthe people who have brain and culture 
will only be steadfast and ‘‘fight it out on this 
line“ and combine their forces, and let it be 
understood that the canons of good taste will 
not tolerate mere display, then the owners of 
millions who assume to dictate modes and 
manners as social leaders because they are 
millionaires, will soon be made to understand 
that after all they have nothing to offer that is 
specially desirable to engraft upon our éocial 
customs. 

There is no point involving finer distinctions 
than the permitted uses of money when we 
entertain our friends. 

For instance, occasionally at luncheons or 
dinners some selected gift is placed at each 
cover. 

Is not the taste, however a its ex- 
pression, somewhat doubtful, of presenting 
anything purchased, except flowers, to an in- 
vited company? :

POISONS IN FOOD. 


Metallic Done Found in Foods, Drinks and 
Articles of Daily Use. 


From the Analyst. 

At a recent meeting of the Newark N. J.) 
Medical Association, Dr. August Drescher, 
Chemist to the New York Board of Healtn, 
read avery interesting and instructive paper 
on the detection of mineral poisons in articles 
of diet and common use, which we condense 
as follows: 

Chemists have found lead in canned foods 
over and over again, the lead being generally 
supposed to come from the accidental drop- 


ping of some solder into the contents of the 
cans while these were being closed, or the 
food on being extracted from the cans, com- 
ing into contact with the solder. In samples 
ot canned tomatoes and peaches I have myseif 
repeatedly discovered lead and the scrapings 
ofthe inner tin-coating of their containers 
have invariable given evidence of the presence 
of that metal. Tin and lead may be 
alloyed in almost any propor- 
tion. The melting points of these 
alloys never agree,as might be supposed, with 
the mean of melting point or hardness of both 
metals, but quite the contrary; they diverge 


lated figures forthe same. Of this fact manu- 
facturers of tinware are well cognizant. Tin 
and lead alloys are more convenient and 
cheaper than ‘‘plaintin.’’ Doubtless there 
are manufacturers who do use pure tin, just 
as they claim, but they are certainly in the 
minority : thus, a number of our soda- water ap- 
paratus makers now furnish tin pipe connec- 
tions, etc., of puretin. Far be it from me to 
say one word derogatory to the honest stand- 
ing and dealing of men so inclined. Canned 
foods are now more largely bought and con- 
sumed than ever, for obvious reasons. In our 
day conventence, cheapness and dispatch are 
the desiderata. Why cook fresh fruit, corned 
beef, etc., while you can buy them all ready 
made? Itis only necessary to warm them, 
and you will have a hot dinner’’ in less than 
no time, and a cheap one at that time. The oft 
pointed-out danger of lead poisoning is poob- 
hed. Who ever died of eating canned {vods? 
Directly, no one, it is true; and right here lies 
the danger. Had sudden deaths ocourred 
from such a source, the public would doubt- 
less have been aroused, and the resulting 
panic would have soon brought the delinquent 
to the corner. Lead, except in very excess 
ively large doses, never kills at once. In 
point of fact, it is the Judas of metallic 
poisons. ‘‘Under the mask of a sweet taste, 
as the famous Prof. Stoeckhardt very fit- 
tingly pute it, it pep insidioualy, 
et surely, does its eadly work!’ 
ttled drinks (soda water, ginger ale, 
parilia and other ‘‘soft drinks,’’ as well 
as wines, etc.), are exactly in the same pre- 
dicament with ‘‘canned foods. It has been 
and is now a practice to clean old botties by 
means of shot. Many authorities have, in 
the past and present, indicated the dangers 
of such pancreas, to create it out of these 
articles. Good bread, sweet butter and meat 
are the best foods for the nerves. People 
troubled with insomnia, nervous starting 
from sleep and sensations of falling, can 
often be cured by limiting themselves to a 
diet of milk alone for a time. An adult should 
take a pint for a meal, and take four 
meals daily. People with weakened nerves 
require usually, a larger quantity of water 
tban those whose brains and nerves are 
strong. It aids in the digestion of food by 
making it soluble, and seems to havea direct 
tonic effect. With — eating and drink 
ing we should have fewer broken down ner- 
vous wrecks, and far more vigorous intel- 
. The present human species cannot 
ate flesh from its food and amount to 
of pins. The fancy that nothing bu 
les should be eaten isapt to overtaké 
every one somewhere in life. It is due te 
some disorganization, and usually passet 
away with the disturbance that created it.
